The ahipwrecked crew arrived hero yes- 
terday, and Capt. Perry tells tho following 
story of tho loss of his boat : The Dare, a 
three masted schooner of 247 tons, was 
built at Coos Bay, eight year's ago, 
by John Crews. Two years later, 
V. A. I'eny, of Sua Francisco, was 
appointed to her command, which 
he has since retained, tho schooner being 
employed in coasting. On December 8th, 
she left Sail Franeisuo, in ballast, on her 
first trip to a Sound xiort, her destination 
being Tacoinn. Fine weather waa enjoyed 
for two days, and then commenced a aeries 
of .south and south-west galea, the schooner 
being ut that lime o(l'('ai)u Mendocino. The 
rough wcuLher continued, with scarcely a 
break in the clouds, until the 10th, when a 
veritable hurricane raged. At '2 o'clock in 
the morning of tho 20tli, the schooner was 
dashed asbore.just below. Cape Bealc. But- 
tered by the furious gale, she at once com- 
menced to break up, and for seven hours 
the Oaptain and crow were fight- 
ing the waves, at times being forced 
to swim for their lives, assisted 
by pieces of planko ami broken spars. They 
llnully floated ashore, exIiauHlcd and almost 
dead, on tbe centre-board case. No one 
was seriously, injured, and after two days 
rest at tho lailian o.tinp, tho shipwrecked 
mariners mudt! ihcmsolvus a rude tout out 
ot the canvas flouting ashoro. They then 
walked to tho telephone station, about five 
miles down . tho coast, whoro they were 
well oarod for by Mr. Ravidnu. The cabin, 
strange to say, floated intact, and was 
landed high und dry.: It' was eagerly 
pounced upon by tho Indians, > who 
quickly pokseBsed tbemtelves of every- 
thing oupablo of being carried away.

SHE MUST PAY HER DEBTS. 

American CoarUi Declilo that 9S0,000 per 
' Annum ts Sufllclcnt Pln-Honey for 
a Dncheas. 

Nkw Yokk, Dec. 31.— It has been judici- 
ally decided in the case of tho Duchess of 
Marlborough and her creditors, that a 
duchess and poeresa of Great Britain and 
Ireland should bo able to maintain herself 
properly in thoso.apheres on $80,000 a year. 
This is supposed to ba.the.firat adjudication 
in this country .of the amount of piu-mpney 
necessary to maintain' suoli. ' Judgments 
aggregating 5678,122 wore recently aeoured 
agaiust-hoF in this city by English creditors, 
for money loaned.' The sheriff was unable 
to collect, aa her property was tied up. 
Five of thorn assigned their cluinis to John 
JefTray, who held another judgment, and ho 
began a creditor's action for the whole 
amount against her and the executors 
of her former husband's (Lewis 
C. Hammesluy) estates. He alleged 
in his complaint that the income of the 
estate was §150,000. . In her answer she 
swore it was somewhat leas, but still no 
more than sufBcient to live in the social 
sphere and according to the usua^es, cus- 
toms und traditions of the position of 
Duchess of Marlborougli. and . Peeress of 
Great Britain and Ireland. The case was 
referred to Mr. Duer, who, after taking tcsti- 
msny, made a report, in which be finds the 
net income of the Duchess from tbe Estate 
of her hu8b:ind, in which she has a life in4 
terest, is $130,000, the gross iaobme being- 
$10,000 more. Tie finds, that the estate 
consists of $3,000,000 in personality aud 
32,000,000 in r«»l estate, -lie refers totbii 
contest over the will of her latO' 
husband, . which is peuUibg aa '^p 
peal from -the r surrogate's decision^ 
admitting it to probate. In case the williS 
set aside, the Duchess would receive all of 
the personal and the whole income of tlie' 
realty. Referee Duer then decides that the 
Duchess can maintain herself from the pra\ :, 
sent income and allow^ $50,000 each year to 
pay oS the judgments held' by Mr. Jeffray. 
against' her. • J udge Beach c;ranted $20,000 
extra allowance to Mr. Jefi'ray's couuseL. .

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THE SALMON INDUSTRY. 

The Pack for the Year Nearly 400.000 

Caees. 

The years 1881) iind 1890 will be long 
remembered among the salmon canners, 
•s those in which the run o£ fish on the 
Frazer and other rivers was of pheiioiiie- 
niil proportions. Every cannery on the 
Ji'raiier sucuiiid a full puuk. iiml could have 
put up as mui^h more, had matennl 
been prepared for it. The pack of 1890 
fell short of the previous year by ovor 
14,000 cases. Owing to the large coast 
pack of 1889, and the high prices which 
then prevailed, and which were not 
profitable to English wholesalers, the 
price for tho pack ofl890 ruled low, some 
being sold for less than 84 per case, while 
the average price secured was 84.45. Ui 
late the salmon market has ruled higher, 
and it is expected that better pricea will 
be realized by lato shippers, A largo 
portion of the pack yet remains to be 
■hipped per sailing Tessel, but it is be- 
lieved that before . January 31st, all 
salmon, except that required for homo 
trade, will have gone forward. Owing 
to this delay in dispatch, accurate figures 
of the year's pack cannot bo given, but 
the figures given below will prove to bo 
about correct, concerning thu packs of 
■the various canneries, and the countries 
to which the salmoa was exported : 

The canning season is generally credit- 
ed with being an "ofif" year in the 
■almon run, and canners are therefore 
only preparing for a small pack. How- 
ever, tho habits of the salmon are so 
little known, and tho theory about tho 
"runs " has been contradicted so much of 
late years, that d^velppmente. may war- 
rant the putting up of a pabk .eqaalling 
Uiat of the past year. .'-4 , 

The salmon canneries employ-^ ft . great 
number of men, principally Indians and 
Chineso, tho former in fishing and thu 
latter in filling tho cans. Last year thu 
total number of canneries was thirty-iiinu 
to which it is expected two or three will 
bo added in time for the run of 1891 
The supplies for the canneries forna i 
considerable item in Victoria'B ta»d«r iiiid 
•hipping. •.■>

The alarming decrease shown by the 
above (igmcs is due chiefly to tho uufortu- 
nato strike which took place at the 
Wellington Collieries, and continued during 
the greiter portion of the year. The East 
WcUidgton mines have produced 20,000 
tons less than last year. 

The strike at Wellington has virtually 
been ut an end for some months, but tho 
mines are not yet tilled -with their full staff 
of men. Last year they produced 273,383 
tons of coal, and at tho opening of tho year 
there was every indication that these tig- 
ures would be largely exceeded. The coal 
mined is the favorite fuel for domestic use 
along the coast, and is always in good de- 
muud. It is hoped that during the current 
year a full output will be had, and the 
province benefitted by the large outlay ne- 
cessary for its production. 

At the Union mines, several mouths ago, 
the borings, which were made in another 
quarter from that in which tho first levels 
were run, found an eight-foot seam of coal, 
of fincquality. Tliefield "proved" is of largo 
extent, many millions of tons having been 
located. The lailway Ime ruiining from 
Union Bay to the mines has been extended 
to the new shaft, and preparations are be- 
ing made to take out' coal in large quanti- 
ties. The Comox coal is specially adapted 
for steaming purposes, and the company 
have a standing contract' with the Southern 
Pacific Railway Co. to furnish 2,000 tons 
daily. 'I'ho moat modern machinery is to 
ho at once introduced for mining tho coal, 
and it is expected that, during the latter 
purt of 1891, tlic output will reach tho ro- 
quireJaiiiount. Tlie Union Collieries Co. hnvo 
spent nearly three-quiirters of a million in 
opening "P their property and in furnishing 
fucilities for the transport of the coal. It 
is understood that the E. & N. Railway Co., 
■who are also the chief owners of tho Union 
CoUeries, will, as soon as the season per- 
mits, place a surveying staff in the field to 
locate an extension of the railway line from 
Wellington to their mines and Comox. Tho 
construction of this extension would not 
only furnish a through route for their coal 
to California via the Straits ferry 
to Port Crescent, but would also open 
up one of the richest agricultural and 
fruit-growing sections of Vancouver 
Island. The lino would run through u com- 
paratively level country, and would cost 
much leas than tho difficult route between 
"V'ictoria and Nanaimo. The output of the 
Union Collieries for 1890 exceeds that of 
the previous year by 20,000 tons. •

Whon tho year began everyone was 
talking about Stanley's wonderful per- 
formance. The full details of the ex- 
pedition for the relief of Emin Pasha had 
not reached ;^tbe West. Stanley was on 
his way to Oairo, whore he' wias to receive 
tho first of a long series ^of ovations. 
Since then the enthusiasm respecting his 
adventures, and thoso of his corapaniuns, 
has somewhat abated, but tho world has 
hardly yet begun to apprcciato the value 
of their discoveries and exploratioDS in 
Darkest Africa. The revelations that 
have been made respecting the outrages 
committed by at least two of the officers 
of the rear guard hava 'shooked humane 
persons of every civilized nation, and 
have raised the suspicion that the hard-, 
ships and the privations eiidured by the 
men— white and black — wlio composed 
the expedition that crossed Africa from 
ocean to ocean, was not all the price tliat 
was paid for what has been done to open 
up Central Africa to civilization. It is 
abundantly evident that the man, to re- 
lieve whom the expedition was organized, 
was not overwhelmingly grateful for what 
■ was done and suffered in his behalf. He 
did not even return ho Europe to tender 
those who had sacrificed much to 
deliver him from what they believed 
a most perilous situation — and what 
indeed really was such — the poor 
return of thanks. He immediately 
took service under what is in Africa, at 
any rate, a rival nation. Soft and easy- 
f^oing and pliable as Emin Pasha ap- 
peared to be, it is evident that he is not 
the easiest man in tho world to get along 
with, for the relations between him and 
Stanley were not as agreeable as they 
might have been, and ■ we hear that he 
has been recalled by the German Govern- 
ment for defiance of authority or dis- 
obedience of orders. It is evident that 
though Stanley's book has boen pub- 
lished, the whole story of the relief ex- 
pedition has not been told. It is, per- 
haps, better th&t a full revulation ahduld 
not be made. \ 

TH£ POBIUOUESB' DISFITrK. 

Much of the attention of the world 
has, duru^ tb^ past year, been directed 
to Africa. While it was yet young, what 
threatened to be a serious dispute arose 
between Great Britain and Portugal, re- 
specting the doings of certain Portuguese 
officers, notably, Major Serpa Pinto, in 
territory which tlio British Governniont 
claimed to be under its protection. Tho 
Portuguese had settled upon tho east 
coast of Africa more than a century ago, 
but, beyond planting a small and by no 
n^eans flourishinG; colony on, the coast, 
they did nothing towards settling the 
country or civilizing its inhabitants. In- 
deed, if what eye-witnesse-i say is true, 
tho natives did more to barbarize the 
Portuguese than the Portuguese did to- 
wards civilizing the natives. But, uo 
sooner did the enterprising British mer- 
chants and missionaries commence opera- 
tions ill the interior, than the Portuguese 
discovered that they were encroaching 
upon their territory, and couinionccd in a 
rough way to assert what they claimed to 
be their rights. Against this tho British 
protested somewhat strongly, and Lord 
Salisbury very soon, civilly but firmly, 
informed the Portuguese Goverhmeiit 
that British rights in Africa must be 
respected by its servants, civil and 
military. The people of Portugal were 
enraged at the attitude assumed by thu 
British Government, and blustered a 
good deal. Tliey threatened tho Govern- 
ment, and at one time there was talk of 
dethroning the King and setting up a 
ropublio. But the Portuguese ministry 
acted sensibly, and came to an under- 
standing with Lord Salisbury. The mob, 
seeing that nothing was to be gained by 
bullying, quieted down and at tlie elec- 
tion, which has since taken place, the 
Government was sustained. The feeling 
against Great Britain is said atill to bo 
Litter. 'J'ho dispute which corhiin liiilish 
subjects and Ainoi'ican citi/.oiis liad with 
tho PiH'tngiio.so luitlioritius re.spuctiii^j; lliu 
Diilagoa Biy Ilailroad, which lit was 
feared at one time would lead to trouble, 
has been referred to arbitration, and will 
be 



His policy has, therefore, met with the 
unqualified approbation of the whole 
nation. 

Divi.siON OF TEitiirrouv. 
Stanley, in one of his London speeches, 
censured the Government very severely 
for having made what he re- 
garded ai unwarrantable concessions 
in Africa to Germany. A very few 
days afterwards, when tho terms 
of agreoiiienb wore made public, Stan- 
ley's comniontlation of Lord Salisbury's 
African policy was as strong as his cen- 
sure had been severe. He looked upon 
tho division of territoiyi.^that:.fhad been 
made by tho two powers as fair and cal- 
culated to promote the interests of British 
subjects doing business on the Dark Oon- 
tinent. The "spheres of influence" had, 
he asserted, been judiciously regulated 
and limited. What the native Africans, 
the true owners of tho soil, would think 
of the division of territory by Great 
Britain and Germany, that belonged to 
neither of them, neither Mr, Stanley nor 
the politicians stopped to inquire. How- 
ever, the British Government has so 
managed matters that Africa is no longer 
a bone* of . contention between European 
powers. This is another feather in Lord 
Salisbury's cap; 

THB^IKISE QUKSriON. 

Tho Irish question has during the year 
taken the foromost place in British poli- 
tics. •■ Parliament has been occupied with 
the consideration of Irish subjects, and 
tho leading public men of both parties 
hiiVQ done their best to indoclrinato tho 
people with their several views of that 
momentous (lueation. Tlio Parliament 
out of doors has been one of tho features 
of the year. The people are no longer 
despised by men whose knowledge of 
politics is extensive, and whose intellec- 
tual powers are great. They seem to 
hava:ta^en{io;:heart- the' advice nsminal'y 
giyed ^eat sbitesman who, when 
pblitical power was extended to^he masses, 
said: "These are our masters; como, 
lot us educate thorn." British statesmen, 
the very highest of them, have under- 
taken to teach the people, for whom thoy 
legislate, tho science of politics. There 
is not a leading man of either party who 
has not, in the course of the past year, 
spoken to popular audiences on political 
subjects. When there were bjre-elections 
the constituencies lippaskled to needed to 
be instructed and' stiirred up, and in 
places where there were no elections 
pending the leaders found it necessary to 
address tho people. Mr. Gladstone, who 
is the great stump speaker of the ago, has 
delivered many speeches in England, 
Wales and Scotland. This made it necun- 
sary for Lord Salisbury, Mr. Balfour, 
Lord Hartington and other Unionists to 
tako the people into their confidence. 
Mr. Balfour, contrary to expectation, 
has become one of the most effective 
platform speakers of the Conservative 
party. The philosophic, Mr. Morley has 
spoken frequently, l^his is a sign of tho 
times, and an encouraging one. 

Early in the year the report of tho 
Special Commission was presented to 
Parliament. It was of such a nature 
that each party claimed that it was in its 
favor. The Commission had sat so long, 
the failure to prove the autlienticity of 
the Parnell letters and the questionable 
character of the witnesses for tho prose- 
cution had, in a sense, discredited tho 
Commission in the estimation of a great 
many, and its report, therefore, 
was not received with as much 
interest as might be expected. 
It was discussed in Parliament and the 
newspapers, not very vigorously, and in 
a wonderfully short time it ceased to be 
talked about, or, to all appearance, 
thought of. 

Tlie policy of obstruction was con- 
tinued by the Opposition, so that tho Gov- 
ornment was obliged, before the session 
closed, to drop several of its measures. 
Mr. Balfour's Land Purchase Bill was 
abandoned for the time, and the settle 
ment of the Irish Land Question still fur 
ther postponed. The agitation becoming 
slack Messrs. Dillon and O'Brien paid a 
visit to Irelarid. They made many fiery 
B[)ecchca with the evident intention of 
provoking a government prosecution. If 
tliis was their object they sucoeuded. 
They were 'irreatcd, and their examina- 
tion beforu the magistrates was attended 
by circumstances which caused tho agita- 
tion, both in Ireland and England, to 
flare up with fresh vigor. The violence 
of the constables was denounced in scath- 
ing terin^^.ahd the people ^ of Enjjland 
were led by Mr. Morley to believe that 
opponents of the Govornmont in Ireland 
aro treated with violonco and insolence 
by its servants. The last mission of 
Mosars. Dillon and O'Brion to their na- 
tive land was attended by one circum- 
stanco of conaiJoraljle significance. Tho 
intoinpurancQ of their speeches was con- 
demned by Boinsn Catholic clergymen. 
The Bishop of Limerick' both spoke and 
wrote against the Plan of O^mpaign, 
and there were indications that his exam- 
ple would be. followed i by other clergy- 
men. Mr. Balfour's visit to' Ireland, 
and hi.s rccup ion by both the clergy and 
tho laity denoted that a change was coin- 
ing over the H|)irit of tlie people of Ire- 
land. ]\Ir. Hiilfoiir wen^. to see for him- 
iolf wliecher the accouiils that 1 



adjusted by an impartial tribunal, j pubiisi|,,d Hi,„ut the extent of tho potato 
Lord Salisbury, in his dealings with n„j the danger of famine were true, 
Portugal, has been forbearing but firm. j,n„a to, devise meaiures for the relief of 



tho districts threatened with scarcity. 
Mr. Balfour wisely showed that ho placed 
confideuco in the people whom he came 
to visit, ho went from place to place with- 
outan escort. He was warmly welcomed in 
many districts, and^ every where he was 
treated 'with respect and civility. The 
flight of Dillon and O'Brion to Franco, 
oil their way to America did iiuL inoi'eaau 
tha enthusiasm for the causo of Ireland 
in Groat Britain, and Mr. Parnell's fail- 
ure to defend himself in tho Divoreo 
Court shocked and disgusted hundreds of 
thousands in both countries. Never did 
any cause receive so great a shock from 
the evil-doing of its leader as the Irish 
cause has from the crime of Mr. Parnell. 
His conduct after his conviecion appeared 
to, show a doliborate intention 
to outrage tho feelings of all 
who favored the causo of Homo 
Bule both in Europe and America. His 
attempt to keep his position as leader in 
tho face of the opposition of tho most 
powerful and tho most sincere of tho 
friends of Home B.ule, his violation of 
the confidence placed in him by his Eng- 
lish allies, his. fierce, attack; upon,- Mr. 
Gladstone, and his violent aljuse of ' tlie 
men who considered it their duty to 
repudiate his leadership, all went to con- 
vince the world that he was a greatly 
overestimated man, not only morally but 
intellectually. His conduct after his 
conviction in the Court of Divorce was 
in the estimation of very many a conspi- 
cuous illustration: of the saying " whom 
the gods woiild. destroy they first make 
mad.'' Chiefly through Mr. Parnell's 
wickedness and folly the i»uae' of Home 
Rule has lost all the ground it bad gained 
during the last four years of apparently 
suGcesBfal agitation. ' - ; . > 

OAFITAI. AMD tABOR. . 

The year 1890 has been remarkable for 
the struggles it has witnessed between 
cipitul and labor, and for tho agitation of 
the labor question generally at home and 
abroad. There was a Trades' Union Con- 
ference at Liverpool, a Labor Conference 
at Sydney, Now South Wales ; and 
Cinada had its labor ouiigioso. 
Then there was tho International Labor 
Conference, convened under the auspices 
of the Emperor William - in Berlin, to 
say nothing of the thousands of 
meetings of workingmen open and 
secret that were held in alj 
parts of the civilized world. At all these 
congresses and conferences and unions 
the question which is becoming the most 
important, that modern society must 
settle in some way or other, was dis- 
cussed. As a result of some of theso 
meetings, there were great strikes in 
different countries. The greatest was in 
Australia. The strike there was not con- 
fined to one ciplony or.to one opcupation. 
It was general' as regards trade.- The; 
struggle there was long And violent, and 
threw business at the Antipodes into 
confusion. So general was it, and so seri- 
ous in its results, that employers and 
capitalists found it necessary also to com- 
bine, and it was owing to this combina- 
tion that they were able to live through 
tho strike and to cOmo off victorious. 
Great intei'csts were involved, and many 
men concerned in the great Welsh strike. 
It was said that the number of mbers 
and railway men ' who took part in this 
strike was 100,000. The Southampton 
dock laborers' strike attracted much no- 
tice. The strike of the Scotch roilway 
men, which is now going on, has created 
quite a disturbance in North Briuiin. 
But the British seldom proceed to ex- 
tremes in their agitations. Tliey are rea 
sonablo and arc always ready to accept 
a fair compronnae. It is not often 
that either side gets everything its 
own way. Both give and both 
tiike, and work is resumed and 
and everything goes on again quietly for 
a time. The New York Central strike 
was an immense labor movement, and it 
was not successful because the sympathy 
of the public was not with tho strikers. 
The result of tho strikes, buLh in Aus- 
tralia and New York, shows that when 
workingmen demand to have a share in 
thu control of the business in whioli they 
are engaged as hired hands, they caiinob 
succeed. When what thoy want is for 
themselves, such as higher wages, shorter 
hours, greater safety, improved sanitary 
arrangements, they have with them, 
generally, the sympathy of the majority 
of the community in which they live, but 
when they make demands, which amount 
to placing tho control in their hands, thoy 
maot with a resistance which they find 
impuaaiblo to overcome. It is evident 
from tile cxporionce of tho past year tliat 
tho education of both capital and labor 
is progressing, and it is to bo hoped that 
thoy will, before very long, find some 
equitable way of settling disputes which 
will make, struggles, in which much is 
lost both .to the parties contending and 
to tho community, impoasible. 

BISUABOK'b FAIX. , 
There 'were indicatiouRl ialmoBt as soon 
as the Emperor William .11.; aBoended the 
throne, thali.the ' young tovoreign y^ould 
not long subtnit to the dictation of even 
eminent, so able and so ox- 
lierieneed a subject ae Princo 
IJiaiiiaick. It was seen that 
tho Emperor was fond of power, and 
that he htul ide.-LS of his own that did not 
ii'jvv.o with lliosc of tho (ircit Gliaiicellor. 
Ii; was not long, therefore, before tho two 
moil came into cullision, and the Emperor 



made it clear that he was not the one who 
would give way. If Bismarck intended 
to keep his place he woulu have to follow 
and not lead, as he had'done so long and 
so successfully. Ha could liot bring him- 
self to obey the orders of oiie whom he, 
no doubt, regarded as an inexperienced 
boy, wholly undt to hold the reins of 
empire. Ho, therefore, resigned, not 
willingly and not silently. His reluct- 
ance to leave tho place he had filled so 
long and so well was visible to all, and 
when ho found ho had to give place to 
another, and a comparatively unknown 
man, he growled and gruraUed- like a 
foiled and an angry lion. It was feared 
that his dismissal, for dismissal it 
virtually was, would be followed by dis- 
astrous con8equencea,not to Germany only, 
but to the whole of Europe. People had 
become so accustomed to regard Bismarck 
as almost the Providence of Europe, that 
thoy could not see how tho nations 
could be kept from flying at each other's 
throats if Bismarck's strong hand was 
not ready to hold them back. It was 
believed, too, that the Emperor was am 
bitious of . military fame, and. that ho 
would eagerly seize the first opportunity 
to plunge the country into war. But Ihe 
young Emperor has shown that these 
fears wore groundless. He has acted 
with singular discretion. It is now seen 
that ho does not aspire to military dis- 
tinction, but that ho desires to be rather 
a philanthropist than a warrior. His 
sympathies aro with tho struggling toil- 
ers, and his policy is to do what he can to 
ameliorate their condition. ' He appears 
to be liberal, almost suotaliatib, in bis 
ideas, and to regard . the' people over 
whom he is called to reign with a feeling 
that may, withoubimpropriety, be called 
affection. It is to be hoped that this 
feeling will become Btrongor as he 
grows older, and that he will 
seo his way to relievo his subjects 
of burdens which must be very hard to 
bear. Contrary to expectation Germany 
is, although Bismarck is not at the helm, 
both peaceful and prosperous, and likely 
to remain so. Although tho Emperor 
found it necessary to increase the strength 
both of ,^hi8 army. and his navy, he has 
during the last few months done much to 
cultivate o friendly feeling between Ger- 
many and tho other groat powers. The 
estimation in which ho is held to-day 
both in Germany and out of Germany is 
very different from that which was formed 
of him twelve months ago. Meanwhile 
Bismarck passes his time as best he can 
in growing cabbages, fattening cattle and 
brewing beer. 

THE CONTINENT. 



The nations of Europe have, during 
tho last twdve months,,,enjuyed;ttnbro^ 
peace.^ There was a - little^jlullurbance in 
Switzerland; but ?i6 wait soon quieted, 
^hey have all had ample time to attend 
to their domestic concerns, but we aro not 
sure that they have used it as well as they 
might have done. Each of them has con- 
sidered it necessary to increase its mili- 
tary establiahinonts, which we, who live 
in a peaceful, unburdened country, con- 
sider much too large and too expensive. 
Tho taxes which the people have to pay to 
support these great armaments are ex- 
ceedingly burdensome, and it is no won- 
der 'that they complain and lung for the 
time when the nations shall agree to dis- 
arm. The republic still exists in France, 
and the people are prosperous. Boulanger 
has sunk into insignificance, and nothing 
is now htard of plots and intrigues to re- 
store tho fallen dynasties. Tho Govern- 
ment of Italy has been sustained at the 
late elections, but tho poverty and desti- 
tution of tho people are melancholy to 
contempliite. Austria seems in no 
immediato.danger from Russian invasion, 
and the DRnubian^ provinces have been 
allowed "to attend to their own 
concerns. It is hard to say how long this 
happy state of things will continue, for 
there wos hardly a month of the past year 
in which there was not some rumor of 
Russian intervention. Thoso provinces 
have long boon a bono of contention, and 
it is too much to hope that they will bo 
allowed to work out their own destiny 
without intcrferonco from i.ne or other of 
tho great powers. 

Russia has been quiet, but sad tales 
are told about the cruelty of its Govern- 
ment. Prisoners aro treated with in- 
credible inhumanity, and the Jewish 
inhabitants of the country are oppressed 
by greedy, unfeeling officials and 
cruel and partial laws. If what is 
jiublished about thu misgovernment, 
tho injustice and tho cruelty of Russia is 
anything like true, it is not surpribing 
tliat Nihilism is Btill tlio dread nf its 
rulers. The other countries of Europe 
have been, during the year, in tho ha))py 
condition of th' so nations that have no 
history. The peo[)le who inhabit them 
having boon living their lives peacefully, 
if not contentedly, _ having nc^ other 
griefs and troubles than ordinarily fall to 
the lot of mankind^ 



nation. The Behring's Sea dispute has 
dragged its slow length along, and ap- 
pears to-day to be no nearer a settlement 
than ib was three years ago. 

There has not been more than the 
usual number of revolutions and political 
murders in Central and South America. 
Brazil promises to prosper as well as a 
republic as it did when it was nominally 
an empire. Argoniia, having run a 
courseof extravagance and corruption, has 
come to the point at which all prodigals 
arrive sooner or later. It has be- 
come bankrupt, and if it does not 
mund its ways it will, in spito of tho 
generosity of nature, arrive at the ex- 
tremity, when it will be under the neces- 
sity of feeding upon the husks, which it 
would not look at a year or two ago. 
THE BojiriridN. 
The Dominion has had a quiot time 
during the year 1890. It has been blessed 
with ft good harvest, lind the business 
troubles wliich have disturbed both the 
Mother Country and the United S'ates 
have passed over it lightly. Tho McKin- 
ley bill, which was so much talked about 
ond BO gTeatiyr,feared, ha8 not done >it 
any great harm ; is yet. j}; aiid S the 
indications 'are * that .it.' will in- 
jure those who ' had a hand 
in framing it much inoro than it 
will tho people whom it was intended to 
humble and to injure. The discovery of 
vast deposits of i.ickel adds another to 
Canada's many visible resources. Can- 
ada's riches aro, wo aro convinced, not 
yet known. It is more tbfm likely it has 
in its unexplored regions vast stores of 
wealth-producing material, which will, in 
the future, contribute much towards 
making it rich and prosperous. The most 
notable, as well as t]>o saddest, events of 
tho year , were the murder of 
the uafonunate lad, Benwell, and 
the trial and execution of his 
still more unfortunate murderer, 
Bircliall. It is fortunate tnat Canada is 
not often the scene of audi tragedies, 

AT HOME. 

At home we have been honored by a 
visit from the. Duke of Oonnaught. Wo 
have no doubt that the impression which 
British Columbia and its capital made on 
him was favorable, and that he gave a good 
report of it in the East. The provincial 
election resulted in a victory for the 
Government. It was much to its credit 
that its general policy was endorsed by 
nearly every constituency in tho province 
and that were it not for the jealousy on- 
gendered by the Redistribution Act, 
it would have been supported as but few 
govornmenta in this or any other pro- 
vince have beensupported. s5,ri^''.ifeiC«'lii'n- 
bia in general will be fuund''to Have pro- 
gressed amazingly during, the past year, 
and in no part of it has the improvetnent 
been so inarkod' aia in this city of Vic- 
toria, This is amply proved by tho facts 
and figures which are to be seen in the 
columns of tbis day's Colonist,

XBB UNIXBD ^BXAXES. , 

To the people of the United S.ta'es the 
year baa been uneventful. They have 
been mercifully preserved from war, pes- 
tilenoo and fiimine. Their rulers have

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HOW TO REACH VICTORIA. 

Some Information Regarding' Rail- 
way and Steamship 
Connections. 

How to reach Victoria is very little 
knowa by matiy evou .within a radius of 
600 miles, and is a subject upon which 
alnioat everj'oiio in the East is sublimoly 
if^norant. For tlie information of theso 
the followiiij,' tubUs is published, and it 
might also bo preserved witli advautago 
by those at homo. 

Tliero are three groat rail routes by 
•which British Columbia's Capital may be 
quickly and comfortably reached from the 
Eastern shores of the continent— tlie 
Oanadion Pacific, Northern Pacific and 
Union Pacific— each of these systems 
having a daily stoaraor to Victoria. The 
names of those fast and comfortable boats 
are given below. 

BT WATER. 

From Vanooiivor and all points East via 
the C. P. R.— Steamer Islander (C.P.N. 
Co.), arrives every eveaing but Monday, 
at 8 o'clock, to sail at 4 a.m. 

From Port Townsond, Seattle, Tacoma 
and all points East and South via the 
Northern Pacific— Steamer City of King- 
ston daUy, excepting Sunday : arriving 
at 4:30 p.m. and departing 4 hours later. 

From Port Townsund, Seattle, Tacoma

(During '91 it is intended to place a firsi- 
class steel steamer, daily, upon this 
route). 

From Naas and Skeena Rivers, Queen 
Charlotte Islands and all other Northern 
ports — Steamer Barbara Bascowitz and 
C.P.N. S.S. Danube arrive and depart

THE boBAN DOCK. 

Xarge Bstraslons to Meet the Demands 
of Sea-Oolng Sbips.- 

Tho new wharf being built by contrac- 
tor Sinclair, for R. P. Rithot & Co., is 
being steadily pushed forward, and it is 
expected it will be ready for steamers the 
first of April next. It has been building 
since last Marcli, with an average of 
seventy men employed. 

Tlio old wharf is !)00 foot long and 100 
feet wide. Tho new wharf, is boini; built 
parallel to it and witii a clear distauco (if 
UOO feet from it. The new wharf will, 
moreover, ba. extended 260 feet farther to 
seaward than the old one, giving it a 
total length of 1150 feet, witha width of 
' 100 feet. 

Tlio slip botwoon the old and new 
wharves will be 200 feet wide, and will 
be dredged out to a depth of 30 foot at 
low tide. The big dredge "Mud Lark" 
lhas been for some time at work outside 
the old wharf, and now there is on that 
side al.'-.o a depih of 30 feet at low wa'er. 

'I'hu llithet wliiu ves thcroforo will be 
able to ai-ciinuuiiilate at one time, when 
coui[)lLilL'd, Ki3Von deep water shijjs or 
stoaiiior.i, bu.^ides ono more in fair wea- 
ther across the outside end of tiie now 
-wharf. The nov/ trans-Pacitic lino will 
land hero, and the auxiliary commerce it 
hiduccs, will doubtless keep tho wharves 
protty well filled up; 

From tho end of tho new whaif a 
break-water is buini,' built, trondnit,' nil' 
eastward some "-'OO feet and ' tlien north- 
ward along tho lino nf Mr. Kitliot's prop- 
erty. 'J'lie s[)aco enclosed is over four 
acres, exclusive of the iOO foot widtii of 
tho now wharf. The break-water is being 
made of rock taken from adjoining lands, 
belonging to Rithot & Co. Tho enclosed 
space ia being filled in by scows, whicli 
dump there tho material dredged from 
outside the old wharf. It will eventually 
be entirely built up to the level of the 
dock, and warehouses and stores built 

\upon it, thus making a thriving commnr- 
oial>aburb to Yiotoria, . The land from 
which the rock is being removed, will 
also be used for similar purposes. With 
over :i000 leet of wliarf, ;jO-foot depth of 
water, and live or six acres i f warohousos 
close at hand, Victoria may lay claim to 
possessing better commercial facilities 
than any city north of San Francisco. 

Mr. Sinclair is building the outer wall 
of tho now pier with sandstone set in ce- 
ment, and employs four submarine divers. 
Tho sandstone is brought from Vesuvius 
Hay, Salt Spring Island, about 45 miles 
away. For tilling in between tho wharf 
and tho breakwater, ho is having a new 
atoam dredge made— the wood work here, 
and tho machinery at Wolhind, Out. 
Slie will have a boom !)0 feet long, and 
wilt take up tlio material from tho scows 
and drop it insitle, 100 feet away. Tho 
space between the wharves and break- 
• waters and under tho former will be 
filled up solid like tlio liivorpool djcks, 
and will bo finished in about eight monthi!. 
The total cost of the outer dock improve- 
nibnts, will bo in tho neighborhood of 

8r.>r),ooo. 

The enntraclor doing tho work for 
Rithot & Co., is T. F. Sinclair, who camo 
here first, way back in 73. Ho was one 



of tho first contractors on tho Canadian 
Pacific railroad, and since then has built 
tho Kootonay canal, connecting tho head 
v.-ators of tho Kootonay and Columbia 
rivers. He has been doing goveriunent 
work on the harbors and rivers for tho 
last nine or ton years, and has a reputa- 
tioa-'fpr^iBubmariiio work and blasting. 
He is liow building a system of jetties on 
the Fraxor river. 



THE WEATHER. 



To TUB Editor : — As I have observed 
for some time past the issue of meteoro- 
logical reports from Esquimalt, I cannot 
help asking if many peraons here may 
not bo inclined to take up the study of 
the weather as a most interesting branch 
of physical science. 'We are placed insu- 
larly in a very favorable position for such 
study, because, though very close to tho 
mainland, wo get benefit by the effect of 
tho sea in preserving an fsquilibrium not 
enjoyed on the continent. I am inclined 
to think that a few broad statements as' 
to tho general climato laws of this part of 
the world might bo of service to any ono 
who might think of taking up this branch 
of study. They are very sensible and 
very comprehensive. Permit me to sum- 
marize them : . 

1. The provailinc; wind for trio north- 
ern part of this continent is N.E. by N. 
being a cold current setting towards the 
equator to coinpenaate for evaporation. 
This wind is stronger,, while the sun is on 
or north of the equator than when it is 
south of it. 

2. The wind blowing from Greenland 
and Hudson's Bay becomes (if possible) 
drier as it approaches tho Rocky Mount- 
ains, having little or no aqueous vapour 
either to deposit or to gather on tho way. 

3. A great mass of land in high lati- 
tudes tends to lower tho moan annual 
temperature, while in low latitudes it 
tends to raise tho annual mean tempera- 
ture. 

4. In this narrow strip of Jtho Pacific 
slope' we are not only sheltered by : the 
mountain ranges from that prevailing 
wind, but at the same time have the ad- 
vantage of the vast amount of aqueous 
vapour borne mi to our shores by the S. 
W. Pacilic winds warmed and warming 
tho return travels of the Pacitic eciuatorial 
current — the equivalent of the Gulf 
stream in the Atlantic— and pursuing 
much the same course as the Northern 
branch of that current. These warm S. 
W. winds (tho anti-trade winds) deposit 
all their warmth and moisture on the 
shores of British Columbia and Alaska, 
tliCls carrying into effect another of tho 
laws of climato, that the western coasts 
of continents are warmer than eastern. 
How great is tho difference 6i) eastern 
and western shores in the same lutitude 
may be very well illustrated in tho case of 
Sitka, which is 1(5 ° warmer than Main in 
Labrador on the Atlantic coast. Perhaps 
I may point out with regard to the late 
cyclonic storm south of Vancouver Isle, 
and the great cold in the north-east of the 
American continent at tho present time, 
which is no doubt slowly working its way 
hither, and may be expected to arrivo 
hero in the course of a few weeks; firctly, 
that tho sun having first turned north- 
wards, tho area of low pressure due to 
equatorial evaporation has beguu to move 
northwards, and the area of l^h pressure 
in the extreme north-east whicn has been 
growing tenser since the'Cjiun moved 
south, has' ;apoordingly began to move 
southwards co reinstate atmospheric 
equilibrium. The point of greatest im- 
pact resulted in a disturbance in our lati- 
tude, of which wo' have within tho last 
few days felt the consequence in high 
winds and rain, and the cold winds north- 
oast of the Rocky Mountains have 
brought back as much BS they could of 
the aqueous vapour which had passed 
northwards to meet them in the shape of 
snow now lying on this island. Secondly: 
As tile evaporation area moves north with 
tlie 'Min, the efl'ect of tho counter Arctic 
rush will bo more strongly felt hero and 
on this side of tho Pacific slope, and 
should produce incresising snow-fdll until 
tho atmospheric equilibrium becomes 
tcradually re-established for northern lati- 
tudes. It is scarcely necessary Ui point 
ou! that on tho south of this islai.d we 
;iro treldy pniti^cted from snow by the 
inaiiilaiKl mountains, tho sea, and the 
immonso amount of wood which covers 
the island from south to north.

miEBBSTING HIBTOET.OP ITS BIRTH 
AND OROWTH. 



An Account of the Manner In which 
BeepoDBlble ;aovernment was Car- 
ried on in the Earlier Days. 



!so j»m want to Know something about 
■ly recollections of the first Legislative 
AsBembly of Vancouver Island? 

Wall, about the middle of June, 1856, 
the few residsnts of the Island were sur- 
prised to loam that a proclamation had 
fcaea published by Govornor Douotlas, 
•ailing together a legislative body to be 
•ailed the "HousQ of Assoinbly. " In 
'<irder to provide for the oloction of seven 
members to sorvo therein, the inhiibitsd 
portion was divided into foui- districts, 
Tiz: Victoria, three jnembers; Sooko, one 
wemb«r; Esquimnlt-Metdiosin, two mem- 
' bera; Nanaimo' one momfcor. All free- 
holders having twenty acres of land and 
upwards to have a vote, the qualification 
of members being, however, tho pusses- 
■ion of roal property of tho valuo of three 
hundred pounds. At this time there 
■^ere very few independent settlers, the 
greater number of people bouig in tho 
j service neither of the Hudson's Bay or 
j' Pu^et Sound Companies, nevertheless 
j their votes tvsre their own and no ono 
I iUegitimately" controlled them in any way. 
• At first it seemed difficult to find licoplo 
qualified or willing to become ropresen- 
tativos. After a while addresses, how- 
6VCV, wore 'presented to individimls aakinir 
them to "stand" and promising them 
support, so they had, souio unwillin<;ly, 
to consent, but before doing so, those in 
the Hudson's Bay Co's., service had to 
get permission. There was but little 
interest taken in any distrieb save Vic- 
toria, which included tlie town and its 
: thirty or forty houses, but most of tho 
j townsnion wei'e not froelioldors, yet tlioy 
J made tilt tlio r.oiso. 

j Sooke and Nau.iimo were mere nomiiia- 
j tion boroughs. Tho Victoria campaign 
I after the steam hail been gotten up, was 
' carried on in the usual manner, that is to 
' say, every one was buttonholed, and asked 
' to promise his vote; drinks of course wore 
common, bub I do not remember any 
public meetings being bald, save perhaps 
the assemblage of a few people before tlio 
counters. The bowildeniig fact was that 
when sober tho voters womd promise one 
— •way; when ebrius' or eSbtiOlus, another. 
How many times the candidates visited 
every freeholder in the district, howjnany 
bottles of whiskey were drunk, how many 
songs sting, deponent sayeth not. It 
was a good time for some of the voters 
and a brojik in monotony, a small game 
at tisticufl'adid noliarm. Who had anything 
to do at election time! Tho steam was 
up, but tho barometer rose and fell—one 
day indications "fair" for a particular 
candidate and another foul, 

l3i«i^Vfli|«s^were so ^fe^^ that two or 
three madeT all the 'difference between 
guccos.'! and failure. At the polls there 
was no sneaking behind a fathom of grey 
cotton to sign a ballot paper, and lie 
secretly, hut every one had to vote open- 
ly like a man, aiid lie, if he chose, like a 
man; but his vote dependingn good deal 
upon whether he came ebrius ebriolits or 
sober, had to be carefully looked after 
and the voter kept in proper trim by both 
sides. It wa.s rather unploasiiut to have 
an obstiiiato voter, tjne who would lounge 
about all day and not vote until a few 
minu'es before the closing— his vote 
miglit or might not be valuable then. 
There vere, however, comparatively few 
these or the other class. The elections 
irned a great deal more on personal than 
.a political opinions, for no one had any 
clear ideas, why tho " Assembly " had 
boon called, or what it would ha em- 
powered to do. 

My own election was a very pleasant 
affair. " Noli met tangeru " Kenneth ftlc- 
iLenzio proposud mo at Uraigllowor. Of 
'. course I made a bpeech, a sort of school- 
'slitoy oration, but destitute of poli ica 
" ]c'nowlcdi;e, assuredly not politicjil. Tho 
oration captivated my Scotcli friends (for 
we all were like friends) wlio asked nic to 
write it out for thoin, which [ did. Aftor- 
irards a few bottles of grog were distri- 
butod by Kenneth McKenzie, hale.

always put it — "the cause." * Peace be 
with you and the gonial Tom Skinuer. 

Before the end of July all tho elections 
had been held and the "House" was 
called to meet for the dispatch of business 
about the middle of August. The mem- 
bers assembled at the "mesa room" in 
the Port, where they took tho usual 
oaths before Chief Justice Cameron. This 
being done, ho informed us, that as soon 
as We had chosen a Speaker, tho Governor 
would be prepared to open the session. 
The lot fell to J. S. Helmcken, who being 
formally presented by the members, 
tho Governor accepted and congratulated 
him. This must have been ironical, : for 
it turned out that I had all the work and 
tho members the fun. Now came the 
Governor to tho " moss room " and deliv- 
ered a very long and as usual with him 
elegantly well composed and well thought 
out speech, too long to recito. After 
which the Governor loft, and business 
commenced by the presentation of a peti- 
tion agaiiiat tho return of Mr. Lanwford 
for Victoria District, and Capt. Stewart 
for Nanaimo, they not possessing tho re- 
quired property (lualitication. In process 
of timo this was proved to bo so, and. Mr, 
McKay took Langford'a place, 
Kennedy took Stewart's.. On 
account of these two unqualified 
members, th^ house, not having 
a quorum,' jBould not do any 
business, ai^iit took a long time 
to settle the question of quali- 
fication. Probably on this ac- 
count the Governor's speech 
was forgotten ! and never read. 

Behold the seven honomble 
members seated in the "House 
of Asserably" this being 
"Bachelors Hall," a part of 
a squared log building situated 
in tho " Fort," about the spot 
where tho Bank of British 
Columbia now stands. 

The "House of Asaorably " 
Hall was a room therein about 
twenty feetin length by about a 
dozen in brtiM||j, ; Hliod with, 
upright plank lljipainted, un- 
ailoriied, savd perhaps with a 
few " eadar mats" to cover 
fissures. On eacli side were 
two doors leading to as many 
dormitories. In tho centre 
stood a large dilapidated "rec- 
tangular stove, its sides made 
of sheet iron, beautifully and 
picturesquely bulging. At the 
end was aW oden|iorae manu- 
factured table, ijj^on which 
stood a luiudred Mged lodger, 
an inkstand, pensjldd a small 
supply of '•.foolscapi'" but with- 
out a "ninco," penknife t>r 
postage stamps, although tho 
-fa'tet- it' tills "Xhw.feisted for 
foreign purposes. Atbund the 
Speakers table stofi4 half a 
dozen very ordinary wooden 
chairs, for the use of tho mum- 
bers, and at a respeplful dist- 
ance a couplo of benches, with- 
out backs for th-; Audienco. This 
furniture really belonged to 
Bachelors Hall, and thereforo 
the " House of Assembly" and 
country were not put^ to any 
unnecesary expense. . At tho 
end of the year tho accounts 
indicated that this august body 
liad coat about twenty-five dol- 
lars, which occasio ed some 
cronical remarks from tkt Loudon Times. 

No Cha|)laiu, noprayeB, no"Sorgeant- 
at-Arms, " no roporters,^(po nothing to 
add {[race and dignity td; floor, which 
ooUld not boast cither of cirpet or clean- 
linej.s; wliatover existed of tho latter de- 
pended en "Dick, " tho Indian boy, wlio 
attended on the Bachelors. Bye tho bye^ 
I had already boon married about four 
years. 

Such thoii was tho crib in which baby 
"Free Institu'ions" first saw. the light in 
British Columbia, and the fallowing are 
tho nurses who nourished it, and rocked 
tho craHIeof tho to bo wonderfulinfant. Mr. 
James Yates, radical, gr(iwler,cantakorous 
yet earnest, who luted tlio (lovernor and 
tlioIIudeou'sBayCi).,altliough!ieliadcome 
out in their serviee. Thos. Skinner, a 
gonial gentleman, a sort of liberal con- 
servative, Bailiffof tlio Puget Sound Com- 
pany's farm at Esquimalb. Heliked the 
smell of the foxJv^rtud/J^tb f«Uow the 
hounds; but preferred this to teing tho 
fox. Jas. I'embortoii, Survoyor Gen- 
eral, who ahvays endeavoured to induce 
both sides to agree! in medio tutissinia 
his motto, jas, JIoKay, liwly and 
active, who know everything and cvory- 



during tho session and no guzzle to be 
had on the promises. The members did 
not receive any pay for their services — 
only worked for glory, of which they did 
not get very much. 

One of the first difficulties to contend 
with, was tho absence of any guide book 
of " Rules and' Orders." The only one 
in my possession was an aiitedeluvian 
and very learaed volume, Horsford's 
Precedents, so it happened that business 
was conducted as at ordinary muetings. 
Motions, adjournments, and so forth not 
being put in technical language, which 
led sometimes to difficulties, but no one 
spent every day in discussing " points of 
order. " Bye-and-byo an American book 
usod by somo State legislature was obtain- 
ed from California, which helped us very 
considerably, but no one over heard of 
"May" until a copy canio from England. 
Imagine, then, half a dozen honest, up- 
right, intelligent, well informed, well 
manuered gentlemen, meeting to discuss 
any important or unimportant question, 
whether in tho House or out of it, and 
you will form a very good idea of the 
debates in tho House of Assembly. Of 
course there were disagreements, but as- 
suredly these people had honest convic- 



at tho same time, that tho only revenue 
at their disposal was tho liquor licunces, 
(amounting to about two thousand dollars), 
that all other revenues from land and so- 
forth belonged to the Hudson's Bay 
Company ; but although these were for Col ■ 
onial purposes, the Company expended 
them as they might deem most fitting for 
tho purpose. 

The members knew now pretty well 
tho purpose of the House, viz., chiefly to 
provide money, i. e. levy taxes for the 
various improvements and purposes they 
might deem necessary, and to make laws 
for good government, &o. Well, having 
all the English laws, we! had enough — but 
to provide money — whew! why tho Flud- 
son's Bay Company had been bound by 
their "charter" to colonize tho Island 
and bear the civil, military and other ex- 
penses thereof and incident thereto. 
These exponsos to be repaid them by the 
British Government, should the Ciown 
at any timo wish or determine to r^j^biJi 
tho country. 

Why tho Company can spend thousands 
of pounds and get them back aijain, wlion 
the charter expires. The more they spend 
the better; the great complaint against 
them is, they do not spend anything like 



penniless House being about as powerful 
and useful us a mendicant and as much 
respected. In this matter I had as little 
foresight as any, the ^ourse seeiued best 
at the time. There was one very great 
drawback tf* this Assembly — it had no 
connections with tho executive, no official 
member to repros'ont it, for Pemberton 
had nothing to do with the Executive, 
which, at this time, in reality meant Gov- 
ernor Douglas only. 

Any information required had to bo 
asked for and given in writing, this being 
a very slow and troublesome business, 
entailing a deal more labor than Mr. 
Speaker bargained for 6r expected. At 
this time no "clerk" existed. After a 
while tho House thought Mr. Speaker 
had a "rii;ht" to interview the Governor, 
and so save a good deal of timo and 
trouble. So tho intfrviows wore not 
very infrequent and although they made 
Mr. Speaker a rather more important in- 
dividualjt^yet the grandeur was not unal- 
loyed,' for members began to have very 
unjust and uncalled for suspicions that 
Mr. Speaker knew more than he related, 
and was a quasi primo minister 1 All 
nonsense ! Every member was a prime 
minister ; they made me primus inter

tion, a conviction however often governed 
in one or two by personal hatred to tho 
Governor, the Hudson's Bay Co., fur 
traders, "ei /toe (/entM ' omne." Such as 
human nature is, so were theso. One 
thing is certain, they did not speak "to 
the galleries," for no audience attended; 
not for the press, for newspaper and 
re))orter existed not; they did their best 
f r the country, according to their 
lights. 

From the very commencement of tho 
Colony, at all events immediately after 
tlio arrival of Governor Blanchard, al- 
though not half a dozen bona Jide inde- 
pendent settlers existed, and these doing 
well, dissatisfaction and disappointment 
arose and from that timo until tho elec- 
tion it had increased, mainly owing to tho 
fact that tho number of bona fide colonists 
increased very slowly, supposed to be 
owing to the Company not inducing any 
to come, in that it might interfere with 
their monopoly; and, further, thst tho 
Company refused to bring goods from 
England for tho settlors, thus co'npelling 
them to buy everything at the Company's 
store. In reality the settlers feared that 
the}' might at any timo bo opj)rc83od if it 
suited the Company to act in this luanner. 
In fact a petition had been presented to 
Governor Blanchard to these effects, but 
tho petition most assuredly bore tho im- 
press of a hand not belonging to a colonist. 

Tho singular fact remains, that many of 
the Cijinpany's people iu tho Colony real- 
ly bidi' ved that the country would bo 
better oli', under the iininediato control 
of the Imperial Government, because 
then thoy fancied there would in this 
case be soldiers, judges and all the 
paraphermalin, grandeur, dignity and 
attractiveness of a Crown Colony — with- 
out any cost to themselves. In this latter 
they wore mistaken, as tho Crown would 
have taken all tho rovunuos to pay tho 
first " Civil List. " 

All the membei-s agreed that the one 
thing wanted, was "settlors, "and to this 
end the removal of all obstructions such 
us tho iiigh price of land, and conditions 
of set tluiiient. Of coniso every ono 
bad ,1,'ioat, ideas about, lir iigiiig out 
iuimierants and other matters. Tlioy 
imagined it to be only necessary to pro- 
claim abroad the wonderful climate and 
^.^ [resources of the Islaii-'— hut they did not 
Alrealize tho expense and difficulty 'of travel- 
lei-s gelliiiL: here, and further the piob- 
i.bhi iib.'i.ii piioii (if the couier.-i by Cal- 
ifoViiiii - tlio L;nld and (.(her benefits and 
fxcitnionta I hen — as hud actually occiii - 
I'd. Above all 1 h.^y fortjot that in or er 
tuenrrvoni tlic'r intentions ai'd "good 
res liilionu" they mnst provide the money, 
till! w.iyj imd nieaiiH. 

I'l'u Hons ' procoedi'd to himiness and 
III Ifocuhs of time <uiquired about tho 
iiic'inio and expenditure. 'I'lio Govornor 
sent down'tho oocoun 8, informing them 



enough. What wo want and mean to do 
is to govern tho Hudson's B'y Cnmpanj-, 
the Governor and expenditure ! They 
had the very power, in their hands of 
doing this, but either ignorant thereof or 
not knowing how to use it, they absolute- 
ly threw it away. 

Tho Olid of this matter was that tho 
House resolved, "it would not c;rant any 
supplies until tho entire revenues of the 
Colony were placed under its control, 
and further that they would not recom- 
mend any appropriations for public works, 
&c. , seeing that tho House would render 
itself responsiblo for the outlay." By 
letting thinijs alone, the Imperial Govern- 
inoiit would have to pay tho whole, when 
it resumed poss ssion of the Island. 

The principle underlying theso " re- 
solutions, " correct us regards larger and 
responsible c<mimu' ities, were inapplic- 
able here, inasiiiiich aa tho House could 
not have found tho ways and moans of 
iiiakinu the tiny C Imi}' self-supporting. 



pares. Governor Douglas was a reti- 
cent man and did not make c nfidants. 
Anyhow, members had to be found to 
propose the necessary resolutions. Mr. 
Speaker was present, took no part 
in the debates, (but always in 
Comniittoo,) and soon found that more 
flies could ho caught with honey than 
with vinegar. No one ever complained 
of his ruling, if he made a mistake he 
rectified it. 

Tho members met and adjourned to 
any day suitable, but very often had to 
be druniiiied iij). Although tho Hudson 
Bay Company was always fair sport, the 
game had become nir)nntoiious. "About 
prorogation. Your Excellency (" " Give 
the members plenty of time, Mr. 
Speaker, plenty timo I " Governor 
Douglas, a man of noble and hercu- 
lean frame, and of Cromwellian order of 
mind, necos.sarily governed. Ho erected 
light houses, public buildings, bridges, 
made roads, etc., and would have done 



Anyhow the roscdu ions were not followed , „iore, had tliv Mouse, instead of carping, 
up by ofi'oriiig to take tho lands and other 
revenues and pay all tho expenses of 
government, colonization, &o., the 
natural sequence. Truly the Colony 
could neither have existed or progressed 
without extraneous aid, it is not likely 
that any ono supplying the aid would 
have surrendered tho "security" without 
somo c([ual in lieu thereof or suffered 
irrusponsible people to makoijny use thoy 
pleased of the m- ney. 

It is thus quite possible, that although 
tho House threw away a very important 
power and so left 'the Governor ( i. e. 
H. B. Co. ) still quasi autocratic as 
regards money, they did the cnun- 
try no injury, but thoy should not 
liavo growled bo much when others did 
what they would i ot and indeed could not 
do fur theinsolvis. They might have 
made themselves useful instead i f acting 
tho dog in. the manger style. 

These resolutions rondcrod the 
HouHo powerless, kept, tho Governor 
ant<ioratii', knocked on tho head all the 
" Uond intentiiiiis " menibura had about 
imiiiigra ion, &c. Tluiy wimid not im- 
pose a' y taxi s, in fact they iiad scarcely 
anybody to tax direcily, wou'd nut stand 
the impi'siiioii of Custoni dues,' oven on 
spirilH.&i!., although they would fall chiefly 
(111 tho (Jomiiiiiiy, but this matter wnst 
never fi.iinally brought forwaid. Tlu^

He was a f,-.r-si 
ing man, of groat intellect, compared 
with whom honorable members were mere 
pigmies, yet capable of thwarting and of 
offering "ften injurious op))oaitioii. lie 
had to deal justly with the Colony, II. 
M. Oovernnient, Fludson Hay and Puget 
Sound companies, Fur Traders, etc. Ho 
felt aud k' ew that the interests of nil 
theso in the Colony depended upon its 
proajiurity, and that Ihey wore not antai;- 
(miatic, 'I'liey indeed were the colonists. 
Conscious of this, ho endeavored to uso 
them all for the proiiiotion of I be pro- 
gress of the colony he loved so much. 
Ho would have used tlioin more for this 
purj)03e, had ho not been thwarted by 
tho Houbo and one who only had ideas of 
niaking nioiioy and narrow streets 
1 know this. 

Soon afterwards tlie " House " ro- 
m' Ved itself without legal enact- 
ment, to a room iu the castellated 
entrance to ■Judge Pi'iiibui ton's Motel, 
viz : tho jail, which .served as a 
lunatic aayluiu liki^wise. I hie Snnd;iy 
iiiuridng wo were surprised to see the 
lirntlier Johathan, and onuMgiiig from 
her a " shower of Idaek " emigrants, from 
"tho land of the free and tho homo of the 
slace." Theso, "likotlio pilgrim fathers 
of iild" knurling nii the grnniid, prayed 
1111(1 blessed it as the true land nf free- 
dom and their fiitiiie homo. They called 
for lilessiugs on the ling that filiated ub.jvu 
the fort, and which, wdierever it waves, 
is tho enibleiu of froedoin of body and

after, the Frasor river gold excitement 
occurred, and subsequently tho horrible 
civil internecine war in the States, noc 
forgetting the San Juan imbroglio. Un- 
der these Victoria suddetdy rose to be a 
city of thousands. Now it was that 
money was urgently required, but the 
Legislature had none to give. Governor 
Douglas proved himself tho man for tho 
occasion, and with his own right hand, 
guided tho ship of state safely, fearless 
of the roughened water made by new po- 
litical arrivals. 

One morning when lighting a fire, an 
unusual thing, in the dilapidated stove in 
the Housp, to my alarm a real expectant 
audience appeared, i. o. a glossy stove 
pipe, with a black-haired, dark-eyed, thin 
visaged, spare and well clothoil gentle- 
man under it, who said in measured 
tones, ' 'If I wore Mr. Speaker, I would 
soon have a decent place of mooting, and 
some one to light the fire." This gentle- 
man, afterwards, in 1858, published » 
newspaper called the " British Colonist," 
a regular spit-firo, which made things 
lively, and set people by their ears. It 
roused tho dormant energies of tho as- 
sembly. Being born a littlo before tho 
gold excitement, it created no littlo bitter 
political excitement as well in- 
side as out side tho House. 
In the same year, however, 
tho "Victoria Gazette" made , 
its appearance. Williston, tho 
editor. 

[Williston, of tlio "Gazette," 
had; a few months after, an 
attack of paralysis. He lived 
with tho carrier (H. Riley) 
and were as faithful good 
brothers, Tho house, still 
standing, near Cathedral Hill, 
had a wide open hearth, the 
chimney built of rough bould- 
ers encased within wood. 
Every morning the kind and 
affectionate carrier, before 
going his rouids, built a 
good fire, lifted poor Williston 
out of bed and placed him in a 
comfortable chair in front of 
tho fire. In this helpless con- 
dition and position, Williston 
related : "I saw through a 
chink in the casing, a tiny 
bright spot, and watched it 
fascinatedly. It grew larger 
and more large, and soon a 
small flame appeared, ran up 
tho casing, set fire to the 
ceiling and then tho roof. 
Unable to move I speculated 
how long it would lake to 
mako mo a cinder, as it was 
getting most uncomfortably 
hot, tho skin of my hands and 
face scorching, about to be- 
como crackncll. When about 
giving myself up for lost and 
wondering what the coroner 
wonld find, t' ero came along 
an early wayfarer, who, seeing 
the fire, raised an alarm, open- 
ed the door, found and carried 
me out in his arms. This, 
I think, was the happiest 
moment of my life. I know I 
might just as well be dead, 
hut I don't want to be burned 
bcforohaiid. Not much." A 
very worthy right minded 
lU'in, not Given to offence, ho 
subsequently left and the 
"Gazette" died.] 
Noyr this is just" the point whore I 
could leave oft', as tho newspapers be- 
came history but yet a few more words 
will not be out of place. 

In' 1858 a message came from the 
Governor asking wdiether tho Rev. Mr. 
Cridge's, the colonial chaplain, agree- 
ment should bo renewed. The House 
decided, after beating about the 
bush, they would have nothing to do 
with the mat! or. The appointment was 
not ronowed, and so the union between 
the Colonial Churcii and State fell into 
oblivion. Tlio Huds'ui's B;.y Company, 
however, gave Church Hill and surround- 
ing property for the support of the in- 
cumbent of tho church. They had 
built on the aile, with the proviso that 
any surplus should bo employed for tho 
support of a school in connection with the 
aforesaid church. This occasioned great 
turbulence at the time. 

Tlio House had now boon in session 
three years. It could not be dissolved 
until provision had been in.ado for its 
resurrection, for without this provision, 
there was no power to call an Assembly 
into existence again. It thereforo became 
necessary for honorable members to make 
their last Will and Testament.

Franchise and Bills connected therewith. 



So decently and decorously" we awaited 
dissolution, having bequeathed to oui> 
heirs, executors and assigns, a full grown 
up Franchise Act, a large population, 
an empty exchequer, and best wishes for 
their " progressive developoment, " and 
enjoyment of many prosperous and happy 
New Years,

VICTORIA. 
As It Appears to a New-Comer. 

Perhaps the first thing that strikes a' 
stranger who lias come from (me of the 
Eastern provinces to Victoria, is the 
number of difforont races represented by 
the people he meets on her streets. 

Tho Englishman has brought thither 
his patient industry, his indomitable per- 
severance, and,*in many casos, a share of 
that wealth which has been atnassod io 
the old country and which can bo so 
profitably expended in developing tho re- 
sources of a new province. 

Numbers of Lowland Scotchmen at- 
tracted, perhaps, by a country which in 
ninny respects resembles their own 

'■]..on(l of brown bcath and slinKgy wood, 

Land of tho mountain and tho flood." 
have crossed sea and land to aid by thoir 
enterprise and business tact in niaking 
Victoria a rich and prosperous city. 

Natives of tho older provinces of the 
Dominion imbued with the spirit 
of their pioneer forefathers, have 
left comfortable homes to souk their 
fortunes in a land that uflbrds a good 
field for the exercise of strength of 
muscle, mechanical skill and mercantile or 
professional ability. 

If, to reverse good Bishop Heber's 
hymn, tho natives of "Greenland's icy 
mountains or Indii's coral strand," have 
not come to Victoria, there are plenty of 
heathen Chinamen bore to give work to 
tho most zealous missionary and a little 
colony from the cold dreary regions of 
Iceland has found its way to these hospit- 
able shores. 

The latter, however, together with the 
Africans living here, ai-o very good Chris- 
tians. 

Even the sunny and classic land of 
Greece has sent some of her children to 
this far away city, and tho earne^t Ger- 
man as well as the restless Belgian, seems 
quite at home in a country where there is. 
hard work to do and plenty of room ia 
which to do it. 

Tho Jews have built thomselves a syna- 
gogue in tho city, and last and in this case 
least, tho native Indian may be seen 
strolling; about the strcots, though to do- 
him justice ho makes a good deal of 
money when he feols inclined to work. 

Besides these residents of the city, we 
have frequent visits from, the sudors and 
officers of the ships of war stationed at 
Esquimalt, so that the streets of Victoria, ' 
at anyrate, do not lack whatever chanii 
variety can afford them. 

As we look around at the shop win- 
dows we feel that it would be particu- 
larly hard to have to go hungry through 
Victoria. The cose of the famished wan- 
derer would be almost as bad as that of 
the Ancient Mariner who saw 

Water, water ovory where. 
Nor any drop to drink. 

Tho most tempting displays of food are 
seen on every hand. In tho grocers'' 
shops the goods are almost always frc^h,. 
and are arranged with a great deal of 
taste. 

The bakers' windows show marvels of 
dainty and wholesome looking specimens 
of their art. Fruit is always abundant, 
and many of tho stalls aro open to the 
street. Meat and fish too aro sold in 
open stalls. Tho variety and excellent- 
quality of British Columbia tish, would 
bu hard in any country to surpass. Tiie- 
snma dealer frequently sells game, and 
Olio is puzzled which to choose — the- . 
savoury bird or the delicate fish. 

Thu now cnnier is at first startlnd to seo 
the laryo (piantitios of wines and liquors 
exposed for sale in Victoria. Most of tho 
grocers keep wiiioa and the hotels and . 
saloons are open every day of thu week 
and all hours of the night, and ye{ the 
number of drunken men to be met with 
on the street, is for tho size of the city, 
exceedingly small. 

Tho wi dows of the dry goods stores 
are dressed with great taste, and very 
rich and valuable fabrics aro ofTerod for 
sale at reasoi ablo prices. 

Tho handsome offices of tho real estate 
agents attract the attention of visitors as 
well as of intending settlers. In somo of 
them are excellent spociinena of the greab 
mineral wealth of the pruyinicse.' 

The furniture stores are very fine and

Our morning pnper conies from tho 
Colonist (iflico, on Government street, and 
tho evening's ni^ws ia prepared in that of 
tho Times on Yates street. Tlieao are tho 
only papers in Victoria, wliich porha])s 
accounts for tho fact that they are both 
larger and better than those that are 
published in other Canadian towns of 
the size of Victoria. 

Neither of tho Dominion buildings, tho 
Custom houao nor tho Postoflice would at- 
tract attention by its size or its beauty. 
Indeed it would bo a wonder if tho latter, 
at any rate were not spoken of by a 
■trangcr, as. shabby, dirty and inconve- 
nient. The City Hall, is a handsome 
■truoture, well adapted to the require- 
ments of civic business. 



whizzing behind him, he will in » very 
little while find himself in Chinatown. 

The houacs and shops hero preaoijt a 
dingy, not to say dilapidated appearance. 
John ia not particular about his sur- 
rouiidinga, but lio ia pcraonivlly elnan Rud 
very polite. His shoo is full of pretty 
things and ho is tiio most patient of 
salesmen. The Ohinawaro particularly, 
is 80 delicate and beautiful, that you can 
spend a delightful half hour in looking at 
it. Ab you pass along tho streets you see 
Chinamen at work, and in the laundries. 
John cheerfully and industriously "keeps 
on washing." Occasionally you see a 
woman, who, though clad very much 
like her lord and master, does not wear 
his self-satisfied look and contented ex- 
pression, but tho children arc pretty and 
very attractive. 

The vegetables here exposed for 



tho not very forbidding looking walls of 
the provincial jail. 

A glance at the nicely kept grounds, 
and neat and tasteful buildings belonuing 
to tho local government, will well repay 
tho visitor. Tho beautiful homos of tho 
reaidenta of James Bay, deserve iiiyin 
than a passing mention, but i,tUo\?writer 
has only apace to say that it takes" buc a 
brief sojourn in this city to convince one 
that Victoria with ita mild climate and 
fine scenery, is not only a pleasant place 
to visit but a delightful one to live in. 



Tho stranger from tho east is surprised 
at the mild winter of Victoria. Altliough 
in about tho same latitiido aa Montreal 
whore Jack Frost hokU carnival, in 
Victoria roaos, pUnsios, violets and many 
other flowers are blooming. Only on tho 
distant mountains can the snow bo seen. 
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As the wanderer leaves the business 
part of Victoria and walks up town, ho ia 
apt to forgot that ho is in a city of over 
twenty thousand inhabitants. 

Laud was not sc.irco when Victoria was 
first built. The houses, tho majority of 
which are of ono story, cover quite a 
large space and are surrounded by gar- 
dens in which, at almost every season of 
tho year flowers are blooming. Roses, 
clematis, pyrocanthus, jasmine and 
other climbing plants adorn the walls of 
tho houses, and in many places ivy 
covers what would otherwise bo unsightly 
fences and outbuildings. Box, holly and 
laurel, delight tho eyes of the English- 
man, while the crimson berries and grace- 
ful foliage of the rpjiran, rennnd the 
Eastern CanadiaiiV'olc^'Sootohman of his 
native land. All the flowers of tempor- 
rte climea flouriah here, but roses and 
chrysanthemums grow in especial profu- 
sion. Flowers and oanamontal ahruba, 
however, do not occupy all the garden 
plot. Tho vegetables are large and 
finely flavored. There is besides, a great 
quantity of fruit grown in and about Vic- 
toria. Cherry, plum, apple and poar 
trees grow in almost every garden, and 
many people find that the smaller fruita 
amply repay the careful cultivation they 
require. Tlio houses are without excep- 
tion in good repair and tho gardens trim 
and well kept. Indeed, whether in or 
out of doors there ia hardly any sign of 
poverty in Victoria. People look well 
fed and are warmly clad, and one's 
charity ia aeldom appealed to, even by tho 
appearance of want. If a atranger in 
town, or an unfortunate resident, unable 
to find employment, or through illnesa or 
other m'sfortuno, finds himself, as the 
phraao is, "strapped" an appeal to tho 
liberality of his fellow citizens is, it ia 
said, invariably met with a most gener- 
ous response. 

One of tho first objects which attracts 
the attention of a stranger in Victoria, is 
the Dunamuir residence, Dunsmuir 
castle as it ia generally called. Aud very 
like a castle'itlookB| with its'towera and 
turrets, its mdssive atone walla and nar- 
row windows. Ita site too itf-a command- 
ing one. It is built on tlio higliost 
ground in thu city. But instead of nmat 
aud ditch, ramiiart and walled courtyard, 
it is surrounded or will bo, in dun time, 
by beautiful shrubbery, and gardens on- 
closed by a low atone wall, giving tho 
passer by an opportunity of admiring the 
beauty and enjoying tho fnigranco of 
plants and fiowera growing within. It is 
worth while at this point to pause and 
look around. Tlio traveller can get a 
splendid view of tlie ci'y, and if it ia a 
fine day, Mount Baker, although a 
hundred niiloa away, ahowa white and 
clear against tho blue sky. The air hero 
is delightfully pure and clear ^and the 
houses in the vicinity are- nearly 
all very pretty. 

A short walk will bring him to the 
Jubilee hoaptal wliich was opened 
last year. This hospital is main- 
tained by tho generosity of the 
citizens of Victoria and ia a 
suitable and well equipped building. 

Victorums and indued British Colum- 
bians generally, have provided generously 
for tho oduoation of their children. Two 
fine buildings have been erected in tlio 
grounds set apart fcr that purpose and 
there is plenty of room on which to build 
more whenever they are required. 
Here are the Ci-ntral Schoo's for boys and 
girls, and ihu High achool. Besides 
tlieso theru luo aevoral ward schotila in 
various (|n:irters of Lho city. 

Sonio of till! oldL'stiind tinust rosideneea 
iu Viclcjria, including (joveriiinent 
HoiHi;, (which i.s not liin.; to boast of,) a'O 
situali d to tliu south of F.irt street. Tho 
land hero is very rocky, but for all that 
the grounds are full of tloweis and 
ahrubs. Ono of tho peculiarities cif Vic- 
toria Rcenia lo lie that tho ricliu.st .-iiul 
inost; produotivo soil may lie found in the 
noi;^hl)i>rhiHiil i.f tho barest and most un- 
c unpromising nick. 

If tho visit.ia' now sbnpa for a moment 



sale, are many of them queer looking 
things, and the cooked meats present a 
very mysterious but not by any moans in- 
viting appearance. 

'I'ho Indian reaervation which is 
reached by crossing tho railway bridge, ia 
worth a short visit. There is here a col- 
lection of campa and cabins,' too many of 
who90 occupanta are degraded looking 
specimens of humanity. On a fine day 
there are few men about. Not many of 
tho young women arc comely, and the 
older ones are repulsive looking. Tho 
only pleasant thing to be seen nro the 
little brown children who run about clad 
in the acantiest of apparel,- but - who are 
like most children, merry and playful. 

Hero you may soothe curious burial 
places of the indians. Tho bodiea are 
placed above ground in a aort of cage or 
box made of slats and roofed over. Tho 
graves are enoloaed by railings. 

If on our return to town we tako a cab, 
we will of courae visit Beacon Hill Park. 
This is one of the attractiona of Victoria. 
It is naturally a lovely place and much 
has been done to render it more beauti- 
ful. An artificial lake, bordered with 
flowers and spanned by pret(y bridges, is 
soon not far Rom the entrance. Near it 
is a small menagerie Trhich seems to af- 
ford a good dealof amusement to visitors. 
Driving past tho band stand, where on 
Sundays and holidays a band from the 
city or ono i f tho war ships at Eaquimalt 
discourses sweet inuaic, wo reach the top 
of the Hill. From this apot tho visitor haa 
a splendid view of tho Straita and of the 
Olympian mountains in tho distance 
capped with snow even in mid-auramor. 

Foot ball, cricket and lacrosse players 
have here plenty of room to engage in 
their manly sports, aud it is evident that 
they niake Rood uso of tho advantages 
that tise Park affords. 

Returiiing to the city, tho first build- 
ing that attracts attention is the Episco- 
palian Cathedral. There' are few churchea 
anywhere wi'h amore beautiful situation. 
From tho hill on which it is built ono 
gets a splendid view of the ci y, tlio har- 
bor and tho iiioiinlaiiia. Jf it happens to 
be at or near auiiset, few si<.;litM eimld be 
loVi,'lier. It is jirofiosed very suoii to 
erect in place of tlie gray old wooden 
church a cathedral worthy of this splendid 
situ. Koar by ia the modest church of 
tho Beformed Episcopalians and St. 
Joseph's hospital, an institution under the 
caro of tho nuns, ia in the immediate 
vicinity . Driving along tho visitor passes 
St. Andrew's church, a lino now building 
belonging to tho Preabyturiana, and fur- 
ther on ho can hoar tho sound of tho 
workmen who aro erecting a Roman Ca- 
tholic church. Another handsome 
church belonging to the Methodiata of the 
city, is almost completed. It ia a fine 
massive stone building. 

St. John's, tho old iron church, on 
Douglas street, is not far away, but before 
wo reach it wo pass the First Presby- 
terian church. On Sunday morning tho 
sound of the bell invites you to tho neat 
little Episcopalian church in Jamns Bay, 
and some mission churches belonging to 
vnriuua deiioniinatioiia are being built in 
the outakirta of tho city. Victorians 
should bo a religious people to judge by 
the number of places of worship in their 
city. 

There are in and about Victoria numer- 
ous pretty drivoa. The most attractive 
of theao is perhaps that on tho fJurgo 
road. Passiitig by tho iinat li tie Metho- 
dist Misaioii Church at tho entrance (if 
thu road, you tinU youiself diiviiiL' 
thmngli a giovo of fragrant fir trccni. 
Just aa yiiu think yiiur driver haa mista- 
ken Ilia way, there is a rising ground and 
a slight turn in the rood reveals a lovely 
sight. What looks like a beautiful laku 
with high WMdded li;iiika on w hich ;:tiiU(l 
aovcv/il ]irol ty cut tai^'i-.t, is lii'iical li y^m, 
nayiui pun.si; f(ir amuiiK'nt on t!ie biidge. 
The water, which ifi ;i c iiii.iiiiiatiou of the 
ha bor, is as Kinonth im a mirror and 
white gulls flit to and fro over its surface. 
A liitio further on aro some lino residen- 
ces, Coming back ytm catch a glinipso of

Largo Siretchea of Agrlcnltnral and Pastoral

It was decided last spring, by the Cotn- 
miaaioner of Lands and Wprka,- to have 
an exploration of the Ohilcotin Valley and 
the region north of it, made; Mr. A. L. 



Bute Inlet and reach the central plateau 
by way of the Homaiko river. 

On tho 13th of May Mr. Poudrier left 
Viotori'i with a party of three men, besides 
a volunteer, Lieut. J. Martin, R.N. They 
reached Bute Inlet on tho 18th. After 
taking a day to ougagu Indians and cauous, 
the party left Waddington harbor on their 
trip. Ten men andtwo guod canoes formed 
tho expedition to begin with, with a com- 
plete outfit of provisions, tents, ropes, in- 
struments, etc. 

It will be reniomberod that during the 
first gold excitement there had been an 
attempt made to strike a trail to tho in- 
terior by w ay of the Homaiko. Mr. Wad- 
dington who had charge of tho party, after 
cutting thirty miles of trail, was killed by 
the Chilcotin Indians with hia whole party 
of sixteen. 

The government of the colony on learn- 
ing of the massacre, sent an expedition to 
punish the Indians, which was very success- 
ful. Few traces of that old trail can now 
be seen, an old crumbling bridge hero and 
there, a few rock cuttings, some old tools 
scattered about are all that is loft of 
that work, besides tho evil name which 
haa auico clung to tho Chilcotin Indians. 

THK KIltST I'AUT OF TUB TKIl', 

from Buto Inlet to tho lirat canon waa 
porformod with difficulty. Tho Homaiko, 
like other mountain streams, reaches its 
flood in tho hottest days of summer, bub 
even at this date, the numerous glacial 
streams falling into it rondorod it a wild, 
rushing torrent of muddy water covered 
with drift wood. The only way of getting 
uhend wua to leave two men in the canue 
to steer and track-lino the oauou from 
tho .shore with a long rope. After severe 
work tho party camped at tho foot of the 
caiKjii. Canoes could not be' tukon any 
further. 

It Was undoratood that tho Indians 
would proceed with tho party about half 
way, to pack provisions, but tho hard 
iviirk of till! last few days, the fear of tho 
(Jhilci)tiii Indians and laat but not least, 
the niystorions appi!aiaiico of a "wild 
(Jhilco'iii" whoso naked-foot marks could 
be found every iiiorning by the river, 
proved to be too much, and they all left 
and did their best to induce the parly to 
'.^ivu uj) the job; so it vvas decided to pro- 
ceed with tho few men \vho could bo de- 
pended or. — four beside^ the volunteer, 
Liout-iMartin. 

The outfit waa reduced to the smalloat 
coiii|>ri53, ii tent, Bomo ropos, flour, bacon, 
tea and coffee, guns and ammunition and 
instruments formed the whole baggage, 
oven then tho loads were heavy. This 
waa tho conimoncement of four weeks of 
liardah'p. Two or three miles a day was 
all that could be made. It was a continual 
climb. Baggage had to bo taken down 
hy ropes over great heights almost every 
day. The greatest obsfiacle proved to be 
the glacial streams. When in the heart 
of tho Cascades, a series of immense glaci- 
ers, some of which aro superior in sizoand 
height to tho renowned glaciers of tho 
Alps, pour continual torrents of melted 
ice and snow into the river. Some of those 
streams were easily bridged. Others.- too 
wide, had to bo crossed over the glaciers, 
thus increasing the distance to be .walked 
by more than half. ' To render the trip 
more uupleaaant, the rain was continual. 
Curing the first'part of the trip on tho 
western slope of the range, game proved 
to be plentiful. A black' bear and two 
mountain goata were shot. Grouse and 



ono aloopleaa night, and it had beon de- 
cided that on a certain day tho rations 
would bo reduced one third, when at noon 
of tho Buccediiig day tho welcome sight of 
tho first lake, called Twist Lako, gave tho 
party an asauraiicc that tho eastern slope 
was al^uiiied, and by the goiieial lay of 
tho land, that the worst oi tho trip waa 
over. 

Tho last part of the trip proved to bo 
very pleasant. The mouhtairjs-.wero fur- 
ther apart, the river much smaller and 
with very little current, tho ground moro 
level and traces of human travelling, old 
Indian camps and traps, woro found in 
increasing quantity. At last on a fine 
evening the party emerged .on

covered with a short growth of dwarf pine 
(P. contorta) aud small Aspen poplars, 
The sidy hills aro often covered with tho 
oorvico berry, rich with frnit latfir ill tho 
season. The view towards tho aouth-irfj( 
is very grand. The coast range, elevated 
40OO or 5000 feet above the plateau, formj 
a largo snow clad barrier, with only t*o 
gates, formed by tho cut of tho Ivfo 
branches of tho Homaiko river. The 
whole Chilcotin valloy, from Tatia Laie 
to the point where tho river falls in tho

Their 
wheat, which ia of tho very best quality 
and in abundance is reduced into flour o.i 
the spot with iiigeniou! little grist mills 
of which there aro sevetsl. The Indiana 
themselves, under theguidance of Chief 
Anahim, of Waddington's massacre fame, 
do aomo very good farming. 

Between the luoutliofthe Chilcotin and 
the Fraaer, at Risky Creek, Messrs Drum- 
mond & Beaumont, occupy one of the 
finest cattle rancliM in "the province. 
Thoy havo abundance of hay meadows and 
their pasture on l;h»-l»?hlBVet-i8' of the 
richest. The flora-of those elevated prair- 
ies ia truly wonderftittnd large collections 
of the plants were made by the expedi- 
tion. 

Though there are several ranches iu the 
Chilcotin valley, there is still room 
for others. Alarjetract could be em- 
ployed for culturein the lower lands. The 
climate ia deliciouj, but very dry in aum- 
nicr and irrigatioD is needed everywhere. 
Water is plentiful from creeks and apringa. 
Aa a hunting ground, few places in Am- 
erica would surpass it. Deer ia com- 
mon in tho fall, niountain sheep coino 
down from the toscado range and the 
lower part of thoChilcotui river ia cover- 
ed with their trMks. Grouse of aiffereiit 
kinds— blue, rufled, willow, and prairio 
chickena aro rery numerous and tho 
atreama aro full of salmon and trout of 
sovoral varietifi 

After surveiiag tho Chilcotin, tho 
Chilco, the Chilanoo, Alexis Creek, and 
sovoral other feeders <:f tho priuijipal rivoi- ; 
tho party proceeded to survey tho iVr:'':

SeVeriil small lakes, surround- 
ed with prairies, are scattered through the-' 
valley, 'This continues to the point where 
the water of Lako Fraaer falls into the 
Nechaco. The dopreaaioii keepa on to- 
wards tho west from Fort Fraser, along 
Fraser Lako for about ten miles, along 
the Stellako river for six miles, along Lac 
doa Francais or Nito for nearly CO milea, 
and still further along the Nadinaco river 
to the Bouroos of one of tho branches of 
tho Skeena in tho foot hills. Tho saino 
quality of soil generally keojis on the 
whole distance, broken at a few places- 
along the lakes, by hills of no great height. 
That valley sliould aomo day become 
thickly populated.

keeps on for about twenty miles upwards. 
After that the river is more rapid, nar 
rower, the country more thickly timberedP| 
and keeps niuch that way to its head, ex-W 
cepting along some of tho big lakes which 
it drains — tho Cliestata, Ootsa, Natalkuy, 
Tetaekuck, Eucheu — where the iiorthj, 
aa a rule, is grassy iiad open, andP 
oilers good pasture, and whereag' od dealt' 
of tho lower land could bo utilized fori 
igriculture. p; 

Other t.ribatiiries of the Nochaco in- 
cluding tho Stuart river, tho Chillacco, 
the Badako, were explored. On the.se, 
especially on the Chillacco. a largo ijuan- 
tity of good land was found. The rivor 
fall in tho Nechaco valley is ijuito aullioi- 
ent to farm without irrigation and accord- 
ing to sovral indications tho snow fall 
would bo very light. 

The general geological formation in the 
mountains from Bute Inlet is the "Caa-' 
cade Ciystallino series." Ou tho plateau 
tho " Volcanic tertiary of tho Miocene" 
occupies a largo extent. The iiioaaures 
nailed by Mr. Dawson tho "loW' r Cacho 
Creek series " (carboniferous Paleoguio)-. 
predominate in sonio parts. Largo 
stretches have been overflowed withbaaalt, 
of whioh some very fine e.xpoaurea are to 
be seen. Lignite of very gijod quality 
was observed in sovoral places; also some 
copper, nluni, arsenic, iron and divers 
other matters of economical valuo. 

TUB viiousa qr TUB oountbt 
belong to the nation of tho "Tinneh"or- 
"Denes. " Two of their tribes occupy tho 
ground explored this season. Tho " Chil- 
cotins " to tho south and tho " Carriers" 
to tho north. Very littlo good can bo said 
of tho first. The Carriora aro all surpris- 
ingly educated, and most of them can road 
and write their own language, and a mo 
English and French. They all speak 
French and although it is not puio i^iri*- 
ian it can bo understood without trouble. 
Tlii^y aro all Cln iatiauized and aro very 
religious and evince a groat pri le iu their 
cluiiclies and sclioola. 

The extent cfivertd by the exploration 
was nearly 40,000 square miles. Gver 
;iOOO milea of rivor, trails and lakea. were 
sui veycd. Of that extent a largo quantity 
will 1)0 utilized before very long. The 
main (lilliculty now ia tho long way around 
one hiiH to go lo reach it.

Three magnificent steamships are being 
built at Barrow-in-Furnoss for the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Company. They 
will be finished in the ensuing two or 
three months, ^nd will then be sent 
Eiistward around the world till they arrive 
in turn at this same Outer Wharf of Vic- 
toria. They are destined for the trans- 
pacific mail service Letwuun British 
Columbia and China and Japan. 

These steamers, which are all exactly 
alike, are named tho "Empress of India, 
"Emi)rcss of .lapaii" and "Empress of 
Cliina." Tliey are each 5,700 tons burthen, 
485 feet long and CI feet beam. They 
were built under special survey of Leoyds' 
and the Admiralty, and have all tho latest 
appliances known to marine architects. 
They are lighted by olectrioity, and in 
their interior appointments and decora- 
ti u these ships fairly excel the must 
palatial of tho trans-Atlantic steamers. 

The "Empress of India" will leave 
Liverpool for her future homo in tho 
waters of the Pacific about January'lSth, 
and will, of course, take the usual steamer

For loLdtiniate objects 
there is Kufliciunt nmniy 
able— liiiiDu ial stringency is un- 
known, although in many quarters 
crisis Mve Bupervonod and with 
tiio most direful results.; During 
llie diflioultics of yfew'montha 
ago, wlien the omiiieilt ;banking 
(irm of Baring Bro?., of Lt ndon, 
almost auccun,hi;d, and when so 
niuiy uierchaiits, and not a few 
oomiuurcial C(nnpanie3 were driven 
to the wall, iillairs in Victi ri i 
went along just about as usual, 
although upon the Sound act rtain 
'amgiinc pf ruin was created, and 
not a few houses of importance 
were int lined to think that tlicro 
^as but little chance for them to 
weather tho storm. While every- 
thing is as sound as could be de- 
sired in somo hnea of business, 
it is complained that many retail ^ 
merchants ;in,''tho^''great cities of 
the province " as well as of ttio 
country districts, have dabbled 
rather too extensively in real 
estate, in this way taking money out of 
their businesses, which should have boon 
paid into tho hands of the whole- 
sale men, who liave had to carry 
them at considerable loss to them- 
selves. Some of these gentlemen, 
have, it is understood, made up 
their minds that this policy .is^notiaaound 
one and have expressed their intention to 
give it up. However, though they are 
endeavoring to unloiul, they cannot ad- 
▼antRfroously do so nt present. Oom- 
])laint is made, particularly in tho lino of 
dry goods, of this practice which has com- 
pelled tho distributors to charge bigger 
pricea than would have been demanded, 
were the system one of cash. It is not 
usual to charge interest hero and in some 
<iuartera a fooling prevails that, tho re- 
tailers havo ratiier impesod upon the 
houses with which they have been accus- 
tomed to deal. Jn the Ea.st tho practice 
largely oktaiiis of the purchaser giving 
Motes for his goods, paying as much ns he 
can of their amount, when- it falls due, 
and renewing for tho balance. Here, 
however, tho practice is largely, one, of 
open a'.i-uunts. In t;he opinion of nota 
few experienced men, this is tho 
preferable jdaii, as tho wholesaler cimid 
the moru . readily carry his debtor with- 
■out the world being made aware that 
there is trouble in the camp. A little 
quiet help atlorded in this way^ is spoken 
of as being much laore satisfactory and 
honolicial than for the merchant to be 
c(imi)elled to cull his creditors together, 
and in that way havo lii^ liuaneial condi- 
tion almost ni!ide public property. On 
the other hand it is open to niucli abuse, 
since under its operation it in po.ssiblo for 
ji man, while liu^mcially rotb-jn, to keep 
his real standing |uetty much to himself, 
und in that wiiy iinpi,-!e upon a long line 
of creditors. S<, far, however, as has 
heun before siiid, ilie e.\i.sliiig Kvstem has 
worked .so well that the province has 
been tho sceiiu of very few failures, and 
those of tho Hiirdlest. It is only proper 
and just for both wboleaalor and retailer 
to give the shortest credits possible, as in 
that way both, buyer and seller are the 
•most advantaged

The dry goods trade during tho year 
has been fail, but, because of tho tendency 
towards speculation, that exists on this 
aoast, many retailers have failetl to mrei 
their engagements aa they should have 
done. Knowing tho parties to bo solvent, 
thoir creditors have boino wfith them and 
rendered all possible assistance; but this 
locking ui> of tliou' money has in no way 
pleased tho houses wiiieh would havo pre- 
ferred to use their own money for their 
own purposes. The wholesale trade here 
IS to bo congratulated on the growing in- 
clination that exists on the part of retaileru 
to buy here whore they can see in the 
wholosalb wntehouses the goods which 
tlioy contemplate purchasing, and which, 
ample jiroof hiis huon afforded, can be just 
ns well purchased here iis at tho East. 
Indeed brown imil white cottons, - all 
tilings ecni.siiUiieil-cau be bought here 
more advantageously than in Montreal 
or Toronto. Tho local men have made 
up their minds to cut against the Eastern 
houses and are managing to ilo so. In 
fftOt BO BUOOeSBfuI have they bijon in this, 
that it is estimated the inci eaHo of the 
dry good.H trade done frcjin Ihi.s city has 
amounted to fully L'.O jjcr cent (hiring tho 
year. Thu Victoria wholesale niercluiiits 
purchase fioine lines largely in lircat Bri- 
tain, tho middle men of iMontreal and 
Toronto, finding it very difficult to meet 
th'. sn. Those goods odme principally on 
ocean steamers to Montreal or New York, 
:!iid reach here eitliur by the Nortliei-u or 
the Cm uli.iii I'acilie Jlailways. lint little 
luisincss in the dry goods line i.s now done 
with tho United .States, Canadian colloiis 
and wuoUeim being ecjual if not superior 
to them. It IS s.iid, indeed, that the 
blankets turned out by the New West- 
uiinstor mills, as well as somo of thoirother 
l)r()duot8, cannot bo oxcollod, particularly 
"loEB made from Australian wool. Tho 



Americaiu brought down prices to less 
than piyicg figures. Teas and coflees 
have coniiiiagj to occu[)y much the samo 
positions. A., speculative movement at 
New Yorkwd elsewhere had th^ efi"eot 
of tenipontily upsetting prices, and ser- 
iously interfering with tho calculations 
of tho doalcB in cofToo ; yet, after being 
worked up^tai down pretty extensively 
its position remains much the same as be- 
fore. On (lie wh(de, prices of all des- 
criptions ol articles, regulated ns they 
have been bytlie principles of legitimate 
supply and iemand, have been firm. 
Dried and canned fruits have verj' mater- 
ially advanoedytHe demand from the East 
having pi'oVH^, much of tho expected 
California crop reaching this centre, a 
more remuneniVe market having been 
found elsewhen, Tiie prices of canned 
salmon have lemainod very fair, good 
brands having bsen in great demand for 
thu foreign market Tho passage of tho 
Mcivinley Bill and tho maimer in which 
it has excluded many descriptions of 
Canadian produce from the American 
"mitket" .has resulted in directing larger 
quantities of butter,cliee3e, poultry, eggs, 
and productiiMis of tiat kind to this mar- 
ket, the local denand for which bad 
ineantiino been incrtised by the amend- 
ments of last sesaioa to tho Canadian 
tariir, and certain is il; that bo far as re- 
gards quality tho Canndiau article is fully 
equal, if j-not 8uperior,io that grown in 
California-, Oregon andWashitigton. The 
tendency of prices in tho general line of 
groceries is upwards ; poinilatiou is in- 
creasing, and is at tha u.-ime time well 
able to purchase goodsGl the best (piality. 



During the year the trade done in hard- 
ware botli in the city and province has 
been exceptionally good, according to the 
reports which are giveu.bj.fte merchants. 
It is difficult if not impoij^, to give any 
ligures on tho subject icasnUch as mtiny 
of the import entries arc made at Mon- 
treal, w-heiico the articles aw brought liy 
rail. Nevettheles.s tho finurcs at the 
Custom House hero arc only encourag- 
ing. It is estimated that the iLWiLea.so is 
alt(jgetlier equal to about 15 tfjJl'O [ler 
cent, many of the goods dealtin being of 
a very superior class, cspeciilly in the 
line of builders' hardware. Tie faniicr.s, 
too, being in better eircumataioes, have 
gone in more largely for iiniroved im- 
[demcnta and macliinery. Althoigh values 
at the East havo undergone a oonsider- 
ablc advance, prices to customtrs have 
remained much the same. 



Tlio British Columbia fishercs havo 
this year been very snecossfiil. As re- 
gards tho salmon industry, tho ontj»ut 
might have been ooiiaiderably ^reatjr 
had the ca'nner.s seen their way tie ir to 
make it so ; but the uncertainties uf tho 
European market, to which a larjequan- 
tityofthe product is sent, ledttom to 
.somewhat limit their output. Last year 
liritish Cidunibia's export trade ia this 
article was valued iit .S2,228,.'illl, bisides 
a considerable qu iitity retained foriomu 
consumption. Thi.s year the totjl was 
415,000 cases, which tho dovclopuont.s 
subsequent to the close of the s ason, 
show might materially have been onlaried, 
and that with eoiifiiderable prolit.

Owing to tho incroaso of tho se.-iling 
llect, and tho large number of vessels that 
have been brought into tho British 
Columbia trade, business in naval stores 
has been a good one, ships' supplies 
having been in very large demand. There 
have been numerous temporary fluctua- 
tions. Nuvortholess, on the whole, there 
are but few changes to notice. Tar 
is slightly higher, and so are rosins. 
Rope also advanced, but ships' hardware 
has continued about the same. 



The lumber trade of Victoria and of the 
province has ,beea one, of considerable 
proportiQn8,;^ll;.ll;h^^^ both of the 

island and of~th*o mainland having had all 

they could do to supply tho domtind. The 
sash and door factories havo been forced 
for protracted periods to w-ork consider- 
ably extended liouis, the demand for 
building lumber having been immense. 
Values of lumber havo been firm, indeed, 
the inadequacy of tho supply has pre- 
vented the possibility of anything like 
cheap lumber being had. 



There has been a steady demand for 
coal during tho entire year. San Fran- 
cisco, ;is usual, has been tho chief market, 
in addition to which an inquiry— and 
with satisfactory results — of some inag- 
nitudo has been made from other j)oiiit.s, 
while the retiuirements of shipping havo 
been vary large. The supply hiis chieUy 
come from tho mines of tho Now Van- 
couver Companj', as owing to the unfortu- 
nate strike at Wellington, tho mines which 
havo been o])er;itcd there were rendered 
comi-arativoly uii|)roiluetive. Abhough 
tho striko is virtually over, these mines 
have not yet secured their full comple- 
ment; of men, BO that instead of an out- 
put of 2,000 or more tons per day, there 
is only a limited quantity produced. Mean- 
time tho Now Vancouver Company has 
materially increased its facilities by the 
.sinking of new slmfts and the employ- 
ment (if many additional men, so as to 
euablo it to meet tha requiromont. The 
Union mines at Union Bay havo turned 
out a fair quantity of coal, which was, 
however, niaterally restricted by thesvam 
turning out to bo faulty. Recent boring 
op(!rations have, it is satisfactory to know-, 
discovered a v;ilu;d)lo eight-foot .seam, 
while other <i]ierations in the .same direc- 
tion havo resulted in tho bringing to 
light millions of tons of fuel, suihcient, 
indeed, for all requirements for many 
years to come. The East Wellington pits 
pits have also been go^d producers. 
Prospectors and engineersh havo 
also very sticscs.-fuly prospected at 
Kort, Jlupert, C,!iiat.silo and Tumbo 
island, where the deposit would ai)puar 
to bo in-aclieally limillesH. The domestic 
demand for coal i.t increasing to a wonder- 
tul extent, and the sales for export pro- 
mise in the future to exceed anything in 
the past. 



Tho cigar manufacturing business in 
the city has not been as prosperous as it 
niiglit havo been, the eastern article, the 
lu'oduct of cheaper labour, having taken 
the }daco of the mure expensive home made 
goods.

THE PEEOIOUS'.MET^S.: 



Large Advance Made in Open- 
ing Out tho Quartz 
Mines. 



Prospects Bright For a Largely In- 
creased Output of Gold for 1891 
—The Placer Mines Yield an 
Increase. 



The iiidustty of winning from the earth 
the various precious metals has, during 
tho past year, been much more largely 
engaged in than over before- — not that 
the output has exceeded that of the gold- 
en days in the oarly sixties, for such is 
not the case — but quartz, a more perman- 
ent branch of precious metal .mining, has 
during 1890 received iS;reat attention. 
Although in two or throe cases satisfactory 
results were secured in old Cariboa, the 
principal ivork in quartz mining has boon 
done in Kootonay district, and more es- 
pecially in tho region surrounding Koot- 
onay Lake. Here gold and silver mines 
have been opened out which promise to 
rival, the richest mines in the American 
mining states. The properties more ad- 
vanced in developoment are those in the 
Toad Mountain and Hot Springs camps. 
In the former tho well-known Hall Bros, 
mine has been thoroughly proved, and it 
is the intention of the owners to proceed 
with tho work of extracting gold and sil- 
ver on a large scale. Many tons of picked 
ore sent from this mine to the Montana 
smelters havo returned from §200 to 
$000 per ton profit. In tho Hot Springs 
camp several companies have shipped out 
ore which has returned handsome profits, 
notwithstanding tho excessive charges of 
transportation on account of lack of rail- 
way facilities. This drawback will bo 
done away with on the completion of tho 
Columbia and Kootonay railway, the 
buildibg^of the Great Northern line a few* 
iniles south of tho bbundiiry, and the 
completion of tho Spokane and Northern 
to navig.-ition on the Columbian river. 
These will furnish throo routes for the 



ting their mines in the Stump Lake re- 
gion. In one or two, they are down lo a 
depth of 300 and 400 feet, and are still 
sinking in tho hope that thooro body will 

widen. 

At Rock Creole and in Okanogon 
camps, only small ])rqgres3 has boon made 
owing to tho lack of capital on tho jiart of 
tlioso poBuuSaing tho elaiulM, It in bo 
lioved, however, that one company at 
Rook Creek, the one , that, has done the 
principal worki'of'deyelQi^^^ in 
a position to crush ore ' early in the year, 
machinery having been taken in for this 
purpose. 

In Cariboo, at Lsland IMountain, that 
company havo coniplotod tho mill and 
cruslied a quantity of ore, but will bo com- 
pelled to put in a chlorinating plant to 
successfully treat it. The Black Jack Co. 
havo proved a good mine, and with the- 
assistance of a three-stamp mill, have 
oci^Hed:)'.a considerablo quantity of ore, 
the concentrators being treated at the 
government smelter, in Barkorville town. 
Tho oro has averaged §22 per ton, 
and as it is in largo quantil-ics it ctin bo 
mined arid milled at a handsome prolit. 

In m.any other sections of tho pro- 
vince, mines haye been treated and pros- 
pected, those on the North Thomp- 
son proyiiig to ' lie of rich (juality. In 
tills region, late in the year, a party re- 
turned who had located u mica deposit, 
said to bo of good, marketable size. 

Thoro is every reason to predict that 
now that quartz mining has been given a 
good start, the year 18!U will see the gold 
ontjnit of tho province increased by fully 
lifty per cent., with a rapid addition in 
the ne;ir future, until it equals the yield 
of the mining states to tho south, which 
runs into many millions of dollars 
annually. 

I'LACKH .MI.VINi;. 

The yield of gold from the placer 
mines for Uio . past year, does not equal 
that of the previous, chiefly due to tho 
fact that mines of Cariboo district 
have gone benind last year over .$50,000. 
No now mining gr(;und has been discov- 
ered, although, it is held- by 
all old Cariboo minors, that a 
well directed search of energetic 
and competent men, would even- 
tually unearth othor fields - us rich as 
the famous creeks of Willinms, Light- 
ning and others, whibht:l)^ve;-;?jrielded 
many millions, and are still the chief gold 
producing placets of British Columbia. 
The coining year will seo extensive 
work in the hydraulic mines of tho Ques- 
nelle river, where successful mining has 
been carried on .for many years. 

THE PROVINCIAL MDSBUM. ' 

Tno Provincial Museum is rapidly be- 
coming a feature of Victoria, and an ex- 
amination of the visitors' book there 
shows that the collection is of great inter- 
est to strangers visiting here. Although 
the Museum has only been in existence a 
couple of years, very creditable work has 
been done in collecting and grouping 
specimens of the fauna, the mineral wealth 
and tho birds of British Columbia. An 
interesting collection of Indian curiosities 
also attract much attention. 

Facing tho entrance of the room is a 
magnificent mounted specimen of the 
grizzly bear, shot near Rovelstoko on the 
line of tho Canadian Pacific. It is a 
monster in size and stands in so natural a 
manner thathe looks as if he was guarding 
tho forty-f our other specimens of stuffed 
mammua'.thab are grouped in tho back- 
ground. Senie'magnificient specimens of 
cariboo, and mountain goats and big horn 
shoej) are very noticeable, while the collec- 
tion of birds amounting to over four hund- 
red distinct species cannot be too higiily 
onconiumized. In spite of the number of 
these last tho courteous taxidermist in 
charge infpr;^e4 . the . . reporter that . not 
more thon two thirds of the species native 
to British Columbia wero present. It 
seems as if tho varieties of owds are endless 
for thoro -wore ease after case of them and

Whon TfiK Colonist predicted ono year 
ago, tli.'it tho building oponitions for 1800 
would tot!\\ moro thiin a million-and-a- 
half of dollars, jnany readers wore inclined 
to bo skeptical. Even those who aro 
thoroughly devoted to Victoria and have 
full confidence in the city's future, thought 
that ono million would be a good, high 
estimate, and if this was reached the most 
enthusiastic Victorian would bo satisfied. 
The year has now drawn tx) a cloao, and 
• the prophecy of Thk Colonist is found 
to bo more than fullillod. Tho history of 
tho city contains no chaptor that can bo 
faikcn as a paiallol with 1890 as roRarda 
tho material progress of Victoria. Many 
and valuable additions have hscn made to 
the population, now industries have been 
established, and as a necessary conse- 
quence now houses • have been created in 
almost every section, while tho suburbs 
have duvclopud from a few scattered 
homos into cumpiict and comfortable littlo 
towns in thomsolves. Four hundred now 
houses have boon built tliis year, and not 
ono vacant residence is to bo found in tho 
city. Thirty business blocks have also 
liseu, and greatly improye the appear- 
ance of tho principal' commercial streets. 
A few years ago a two-story brick storo 
was considered quite good enough for 
Victoria ; now three, four and tive-story 
blocks of brick and atone aro needed to 
meet tho necessities of tho day. As 
samples of tho improved taste in business 
property may bo mentioned tho Turner 
Block, Lenz & Leiser's establishment, 
Henry Saunder's, and tho other improve- 
ments ■ which, during the year, have 
worked a transformation scene on John- 
son street ; tho AUsop & Mason building 
and many others. In residences tho same 
improvement in taste is observable, and 
it is doubtful if many streets in Canada 
contain a finer array of princely mansions 
than does Belcher street. The Gorge 
xoad is also becoming a favorite locality 
for the homes of the well-to-do, while 
Macaulay Point is expected to spring 
into popularity early in the opening year. 
James Bay is now almost entirely Idled, 
Victoria West is a town in itself — with 
its own churches, lecture halls and oven 
theiitre, — and tho Work Estate and 
Spring Ridge are rapidly building up. 
The completion of the sewerage system 
will greatly stimulate building operations, 
and the extension of tho tramway linos 
urill open up now localities, which, oy the 
contemplated oxtonsion of the Corpora- 
tion boundaries, will bo brought within 
the city proper. Next year will there- 
fore SCO even moro building than this, — 
and this year's construction work at a 
rough estimate will to;alnourly§2, 000,000. 
The appended iist, only a partial ono, is i 
compiled mainly from tho City Building 
Inspector's figures, which may bo taken

THE ROOK MAY SAW MILL, 

Owned by William P. Sayward, manu- 
facturer and dealer in Island lumber and 
spars, doors, windows, and so forth, was 
established in 1858 and is one of the largest 
concerns of the kind here. The yearly 
output is over ten million feet. The 
establishment covers one and one-half 
acres of ground and requires three boilers 
of 275 combined horse-power to run tho 
two engines, which furnish motive power 
to the various machines of tho extensive 
plant.

have been run since 1885 by Richard 
Cruiokshank at No. 116 Yates street. He 
makes all kinds of soaps, both for toilet 
and laundry purposes, from the oomraon 
bar to the fancy perfumed article. He 
finds it difficult to get tallow hero but 
prefers to buy from the Victoria butchers 
when possible. 

Mr. Cruickshank is also the sole agent 
for McDougall's celebrated " Sheep Dip 
and Cattle Dressing," which is used on a 
great scale in the old country and the 
east, but is comparatively new here. It 
is a great preventive of and cure for 
mange, lice, ticks and similar plagues of 
sheep, and is also good for cattle and 
horses. It is absolutely non-poisonous, 
and Mr. Cargill, of Quamichan, who 
bought some, is enthusiastically recom- 
meuding it to all the farmers roundabout.

of San Francisco, are represented in this 
city by R. P. Rithet & Co. of No. 61 
Wharf street, who have run the branch 
works at Cadboro Bay since March, 1885.

Tho great variety and excellent 
([uaiity of tho goods there displayed have 
for years past ensured to tho firm a most 
.remunerative business. 

Tho bakery itself ia near tho Ocean 
-wharf at No. 91 Niagara street, in a moat 
pleasant and picturesque portion of tlie 
' city ; and from hero aro made tho 
wholesale shipments of the firm. They 
manufacture groat quanti- 
ties of broad for thoir local 
trade, and ship away many 
boxes of pilot Iiiscnit up to 
the Indiana between liuro 
and Akska. Their acila 
biscuit, jumbles, and fancy 
cakes of all kinds are sold 
in this city and sent to 
Vancouver, Wostminstcr, 
and all the country round. 

The factory is in a largo 
three-story and basement 
building, 'i.^xS* feet, with 
outbuildings and stables. 
Down in tlio liaBonieiit, 
with its clean ceiiiont fliior, 
are the Hat ovens whore the 
bread ia baked. This work 
is all done by hand. In the 
roar is the engine of 40- 
horso power which runs the 
niachinory up stairs. The 
most striking feature of the 
whole building is tlio great 
rool oven 20x20 and lib foot 
high, looking for all the 
world like a fairsi/.od brick 
house inside tho main 
building. 

On tho second floor are 
the packing rooms, where 
fivo girls are steadily em- 
ployed in packing into 
boxes the cakes and biscuit 
that flow down tho chute 
from tho lioor above. Up 
on that tloor tho wheels are 
in full wliirl, and many 
curious inachinus tranafmiu 
tho dough into confections, 
ready to go into tho oven. 
Tho building is provided 
with an elevator, and from the lofty 
platfurai outside, a magnificent view is 
obtained of tho harbor and tho country 
roundabout. 

Mr. Sinitli onijilnya, in all, 20 hands. 
Ho first started in businc-^s lioro in 18.'')S, 
and has run his stoam bakery about two 
yoars.

One of the most nutioablo .show windows 
on Govorniiient street is at No 47, where 
Mr. A. A. Clayton has his manufactory of 
jewelry. It is known as the Diam,ond 
Palace of British Columbia. Mr. Clayton 
came here two and a half years ago from 
Australia, and established himself in 
hiislno's. Bning a thoroughly trained and 
sidllful workman he soon obtained the 
patronage of the deacerniiig public, and 
beg.an to prosper. Ho inado a specialty 
of diamond setting but alao wrought gold, 
silver and gems, into luich wondrous shapes 
and combinations that it suoineJ as 
if the hand of aii oneliuiitei- bad 
touched them. He carries a stock 
valued at §30,000, and his last years 
sales footed up over 840,000. His 
piomisoH aro commodious and fitted with 
every appliance for working in tho pre- 
cious metals. He employs eight skilled 
workmen, wliose weekly wages coiiio to 
$240 or S2,")0. The repairing and rating of 
chronometers, and fine watches, chrono- 
graphs, split-seconds and fly-cocks is paid 
particular attention to by Mr. Clayton. 

MCI.KNNAN AND JICKKRLEY 

have boon for five years in the roofing 
business in this city, thoir factory being 
at No. 14 Fort street, where they also 
make galvanized iron cornices, skylights, 
window caps, etc., besides picket wire 
fencing. 'They also run two largd stores, 
one at Vancouver, and one at No. 70 
Yates street, in this city. They carry a 
very largo stock of nietalware and house 
furnishing utensils. Thoy keep 'gas and 
water fixtures, and put them in place, 
and ahio set up hot air furnaces. They 
are also the sole agents for the Jubilee 
Conking Range, hiade in Hainilton,~Dnt. , 
and have sold nearly 100 of thorn in 
tho 18 months that thoy havo run thoir 
store.

They 
soil only at wholesale, and ship their 
goods all over tho province. Besides what 
they manufacture, they import every 
class of general dry goods, carpets, hats, 
shawls, window shades, etc., and have an 
extensive stock of gentlomen'a.furuishiog. 
Koods. They have been in businesB two 
years and keep 30 sewing machines tun- 
ing, making up their goods, and altogether 
have somo 40 employees.

"bluff" our sealers into the belief that 
tho seals tiro to be regarded as American 
eitizena, and aro not to bo uiolesed in 
tboir haunts in tho North or on thuir ex- 
cursions too and from tho Biinio. During 
tho past year twenty-nino Canadian, live 
American, and one Gorman schooner 
have brought their catches into Victoria, 
making a total of 43,315 skins, valued at 
$493,160. In only a few cases, as the 
tabulated statement will show, was a large 
catch secured, but in nearly every instance 
tho season resulted profitably, owing to 
tho high price ofTcrcd for seals this year 

Up to date but very little has been 
loaniod relative to tlio liabits of the seal. 
A number of so-called expeits have made 
reports to tho American Government , at 
various tiuu'S in which they discussed this 
much valued amiihibion,. but tho conclu- 
sions arrived at aro 'somewhat - cimtradie- 
tory. It |}iia boon claimed by tho Ameri- 
cans th;it the Heal is bocniuiiig loss in ninn- 
burs. Tliia i.i deiiic^d by ^heir own aL,'eiits 
fdriiicr rcpurt':, and ; his year every sealing; 
captain who wun asked cnneorning the 
point, avers that tho seals were more 
numerous than over befero. In several' 
cases 250 seals were taken in ono day 
by a single schooner. Tho unusually 
boisterinn weather which provalied in 
]5ehriiig'.s Sea prevented a largo catch in 
those wulti'S. 

The teals do not return with regularity 
to their Alaska breeding grounds. Tliey 
fi.llnw till. I'liihl. ani-l duriui; tho jjast sea- 
son they v.'ero in groat quantity in the 
Western waters of Behring's Sea, and m 
dminished numbera Viuf'? the Eastern 
waters. Upon whatever basis an agree- 
ment is arrived at concerning this vexed 
sealing (pieRtiim, it cannot be upon tho 
claim that seals aro bocuniing extinct. 
Another point that has been demonstrat- 
ed is that there are many barren females. 
This fact was especially noticed this year, 
and it is now questionable whether the 
seals flock to the islands for tho purpose 
of bringinu forth their young. Long before 
reaching Behring Sea young pups are met 
with in abundance, and it is tho opinion 
of many that, like tlio aea-otter, the seals 
make use of the kelp for tho purpose of 
delivery. However this may be, tho ac- 
tual habits of tho seal aro yet to be re- 
corded with accuracy. Special agents' 
reports at this point in the negotiations 
will not be received with much credit. 

A most important fact in connection 
with tho taking of seals by Victoria 
schooners, has been pointed out to tho 
Canadian Government by Collector Milno. 
In the statements of tho catch it isahoivn 
that considerably less than one-half the 
number of skins brought to pore this 
year have been taken in Behring's Sea, 
the greater number having been secured 
in the North Pacific Ocean. This no 
doubt will be taken cognizance of in tho 
negotiations, and from all that is gathered 
from the lejiorts that emanate from 
Washington about the question, it would 
seem that England so far has tho best of 
tho controversy. 

Whaievor may be tho decision Victoria 
sealers have not became discouraged, and 
are importing or building several ad- 
ditional schooners to engage in sealing 
during tho coining year, and as prices are 
ruling hii;h and will probably continue 
BO, gnat eflbrts will be made to secure a.s 
large a catch as possible. 
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vessels, which will swell tho totals in each 
case. Their principal expenditure is also 
in Vict< ria where tho men are generally 
paid oiF. 

Since tho above v.aii compiled tho 
Victoria scaler Triumph bus returned 
from u late. experiment:il trip, bringing 8li 
skins. She reported seeing many seals, 
but tho wuiither was so inifavorablo tlnit 
the entire trip contained only one or two 
days upon which it was possible to lower 
a boat. The German schooner Adele also 
made a lato trip to tho north, not for the 
I)urposo oE liuntiiig seal in the common 
and legitimate manner, but to carry out a 
projected raid on the rookery on tho 
Island of St. Paul, where 380 skins were 
secured.

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SHIP BUILDING. 

Rapid Growth of the Business of 
Bulldinic Sail and Steam Ves- 
sels for Victoria. 

An industry, which is rapidly coming 
to tho front in Victoria, is that of tho 

.ship builder. Its rapid ilovelopmcnt in 
the fiitiiro is inevitable, and tho only re- 
markable thing is that it has been so long 
getting under \v;iy. Situated where the 
tides of tho mighty Pucilic (low into a 
labyrinth of inland seas, and backed by a 
country producing the begt ship, timber in 
tho world, Victoria sh<iu'ld long ago have 
made a name for herself as a ship build- 
ing sea port. She is now, however, 
rapitlly attaining such distinction, and 
the progress of the noxt few years will, in 
all probability, make, it the leading city 
on the Pacific Coast in that branch of 
industry. A tour anioiig tho difTorent 
aliip yards of the city gives evidence of a 
most prosperous past season, to be sur- 
passed by tho year to oomo. 

THB UNION SIIIl' YAKD 

has been owned and run for about a year 
by John Clark, wbci used to run the 

Central " yard. Mr, Clark's establish- 
ment is on Erie streeti at the end of the 
electric tramway. Ho has fitted it up in 
shape for hauling up vessels of (!O0 tons. 
At present he bus got on tho slip tho tug 
Holyokc, the largest tug that has been 
repaired for a number of years, and is 
giving her a thorough overhauling. Dur- 
ing tho past year, the tug Chieftain and 
the steam whaler Bonaparte hiive been 
built at the " Union " yard. 

Mr. Clark says that business has been 
very good and the outlook for next year 
is prosperous. Ho expects to build a new 
tug and ft new schooner this season ; and 
also to haul out and repair two more 
heavy vessels from the American side. 
He uses the Douglas fir .for his vessels 
and says it cannot ho surpassed. It is not 
as strong as oak but is much lighter.

is situated over on tho Indian Reserve, 
and has been run by Orlando \Variicr fur

also on tho Iildian Reserve,' was first 
started sovontecn years ago, and has been 
<uviii>d liy William Tiirpel for over two 
years past. Me is at ])resent ie[)airing 
tho 75 ton schooner Lily which stands up 
in tho slip with masts rakiii" far aft. Mr. 
Turpel has just got tho keel laid for a 70 
ton seiilingiBohooner of 63 feet keel and 
If) feet beam. She will be readjr in 
i\Iarch and will be owned by Captain 
Douglas and other.s. Tho steam launch 
ilollybank has also been hauled up and 
housed for the winter ; also Mr. Mc- 
Tavish's steam launch from Now York. 

During tho past season IMr. Tur- 
pel has built tho steamor Statubird, 
also the steamer Enterprise for Shawni- 
gan Lake. This yard has also built 
a steam dredge for Mr. Ritliet, and 
th.reo scows, each costing about ?3,000 ; 
besides hauling out and repairing three 
steamers aiul ten schooners. The sloop 
White Wing has been repaired, and Mr 
Turpel expects to build a now steam tug 
early next season. Ho has just finished, 
by the way, the new flagstaff for Beacon 
liill, which landlord .lensen, of the Ocoi- 
dontal Hotel, has bought and donated to' 
tho Park Commissioners. This flagstaff 
is unique in these parts, being 126 feet 
long. ^ 

THB CLYDE SHIP YAKD, 

on Work street, has been run for eight 
years by R W. Colvin, who before that 

owned idle " Star " yard. Ho has at pro 
sent a largo and finely designed sealing 
schooner building for a number of parties, 
aouio of whom aro working upon it. The 
last boat built in this yard was tho steam- 
er Mystery for Earle & Spencer, to run 
up north to their cannery and trading 
posts. Jlr. Colvin also built a composite 
steamer for Ewing, of Now Westmthster, 
\ steel frame being imported for it from 
tho Old Country. Ho think.s the steel 
frames could as well be built here, tlio 
iron alouo being imported ; and contem- 
plates ojieniiig a factory himself for 
turning them out.

of Nn, 35 Montreal street, do not yot run 
a full fledged ship yard, but they build 



idoasuro boats, yachts, ahd have this fall 
gone into tho business of making seal 
boats. These aro soinotliing like a largo 
and deep canoe. They aro used by tho 
scalers in catphingNthe seals and as tho 
latter must bo taken ivaleep, they aro built 
with tine lines so as U> make littlo nuiao 
or splashing, Tho ribs are of oak and tho 
sheathing of spruce or cediir. -They aro 
made from l(i to 20 feet long and are as 
big as a whale-boat but much lighter. 
Twenty-live of them are now ordered 
hero. 

This firm is also going to build steam 
launches ; they have an order for one 
now and expect another in the spring. 
They aro putting in new machinery and 
expect before long, to go to building 
sehoonors and large vessels. They aro 
also going to build a new steamer, on 
their own account, to bo chartered for 
excursions, surveying parties and miscel- 
laneous purposes. There is nothing of 
the kmd here now except tug boats. 

J, J, nOBIN.SON, 

further down on Montreal street, used to 
own Lang's yard. At present ho pursues 
the business of ship-wright and ship's 
carpenter, and when there is any very 
particular job to bo done on one of the 
vessels anchored in tho harbor, they send 
for hiui. In hia leisure intervals he runs 
his boat yard, wdiere ho constructs |)loa- 
suro boats, seal boats and steam launches. 
He built a boat for Admiral llotham of 
the Warspito, also ono fur Admiral Sey- 
mour when he was here. 

The small boats take up all his spare 
time and ho does not eaie to e.saay any- 
thing larger. Ho is at iiresent making a 
beautiful seal boat for Captain Dodd of 
tho Maggie Mac. It has an oak frame 
and red cedar planking, with copper 
fasi-eiiings. Mr. llidiinson .say;) that the 
oalc hero i.s not as good a.) that imported 
from the east, lie lets it snak in .s.ilt 
water nino luoutliH before seasoning, to 
get the earthy matter out of it. Ho says, 
however, that our tlr is unsurpassed, 
.iiiil that Vancouver Island grows bettor 
timber than eithe^r the Btdjaoent mainland 
or Oregon State. '

who owns the largo boat house on Wharf 
street near tho .Jamos Bay bridge, makes 
idl tho boats for his own use. He builds 
pleasure boats, out-riggcrs, sail boats' and 
oiico in a while a seal boat. Ilo builds of 
cedar and spruce, chiefly for himself, but 
occasionally for others. Ho w.irics oniy 
ill the winter when tho boating season is 
dull, and averages a doneii per year. He 
has 30 beats in his house and has all ho 
wants to do, 

I). D. m'INTCSII, 

at the corner of Wharf and Government 
streets, keeps a boat house which ho says 
is tho old pioneer stand,, . He not only 
rents pleasure boats, sail ;bnat8 and out- 
riggers, but makes them himself. Ho 
keeps himself supplied, and during the 
past season has built several for other 
parties. He uses mostly spruce and 
cedar, which grow here of tirui quality, 
but says that tho oak gruwn here is 
inferior to tho eastern article. 



All the firms visited spoko in a satisfied 
tone of the season just ended, and looked 
forward to a very prtiiHK<rouH year to 
come. as. well as to a great and permanent 
development of the ship building industry 
at this port. They explain that heretofore 
the schooners used in the soalitig trade 
have, as a rule, been purchased second 
handed at Cape Breton and other points 
oast and brought around Cape Horn. 
The steamers, also, have boeu built at San 
Francisco or Port Blakely. Tho seal 
boats have boon bought at San Francisco. 

Now, however, schooners and all kinds 
of sailing vessels can be built here 
cheaper than tho cost of buying thom in 
the oast and bringing them out. The 
timber is unrivalled both for hulls and 
masts, and there is no longer any reason 
for ship buyers going to the Atlantic 
Coast. As for the Pacific Coast, 
vessels built on tho American side 
havo to pay a heavy duty to trade in 
Canadian waters. Steamers also, will 
probably be extensively built at Victoria, 
as tho iron works located here make as 
good eoginesrand machinery as aro made 
anywhere in the world, and they have 
already supplied many steamers on this 
coast with their motive ])ower. As for 
tlie seal boats, gr> at nuinbera of which 
used to be bought at San Francisco, that 
outflow of money has been entirely 
8to[)ped, and tho sealers get their boats 
now altogether at.iVictoria. 

Nineteen new steam vessels have been 
added to the British Columbia fleet dur- 
ing thc'year ended iilst Di'ceiiiber, besidi'S 
several in tto Kooteiiay district, of wliicb 
no dimeilS'Olis have been received. 
Seventeen were of W' od, ono of iron, and 
ono composite. They wofo of about 230 
horso power, the largest of them bemg 
tho Lytton, 451 tons ; Outoh 324, Thistle 
222, and Mascotto lt)l. 



CITY OF NANAIMO. 



The Work Being Done by the 
New Vancouver Coal Co. 



An Army of Men Employed to Dig 
the Blaok Diamonds— Des- 
cription of the Property. 



Tho city of Nanaimo is situated on tho 
eastern point of Vancouver Island, on 

tho shores of tho Straits of Georgia. A 
deep indentation in tho coast lino forms a 
natural harbor, which is further protected 
against the storms by two or throe fair 
sized islands, making a calm and land 
locked bay, 

Tho business street of tho city is much 
moro crooked than tho proverbial rains- 
horii, having been built along the base of 
tiio hills at a time when, to use tho words 
of an old settler, the houses wore just 
thrown in anywhero and the existence of 
a bu.sy (ily at that niie was never thought 
of. This was b ick in LSriti or thereabouts, 
when the Ilu laori'a B ly V, impaiiy first 
started to dig a little c id out of the rocks 
and put, up a few houses. Nriw the old 
faslu'iiicd street is full of business an I 
activity, belying i(s dingy loolj; while on 
the talileland bcliind it a largo aud haiiil- 
.some renidciice district has grown up, 
filled widi tiislofid houses sUanding amidst 
their own shvubbery on tho wide and well 
graded sheets. Nanaimo was incorporat- 
wd in 187'!:, and has water, gas and 
projected olectrio lights, the only thing 
it lacks being tho electric tramway just 
oharterod by the city council. 



This city of 0,000 or 7,000 inhabitants 
owes its prosperity aud its very existence 
to the Now Vaneouvor Coal Company, 
which bought the mines from tho Hudson's 
Bay Company in 1802, and has been 
mining there ever since. These mines 
form tho main resource of the town and 
tho great bulk of its inhabitants are 
directly or indirectly supported by thom. 

For aoveral years after its inception, 
the company was struggling against many 



reserves of coal have boon opened up suf- 
ficient to furnish an out-7>ut of over 1000 
tons per diem for several years. 

This Esplanade mine is ihe picturesque 
feature of Nanaimo. Its lofty and massive 
chimney pouring forth black smoko all 
tba day long, itB preat furnaces and boil- 
ers, its magniiicTent engines made by 
OUver at Chesterfield, England, and tho 
endless steel cable hoisting the coal cars 
up irom the depths at the rate of half a 




dilUciilties. Natural "faults" in the 
Hubterr.ini'.aii strata and other causes 
t<i.','ether efleeted discouraging results; so 
that the total out-put between IStil' and 
1883 only ranged between 20,000 and 
90,000 tons per annum, the highest figure 
beinir reached in 1883. In 1884 under , a 
eham,'(! of nianagenient, the out-put rose 
to lOo.CMJO tons and li.as steadily increased 
till the ye.ar just iiast has seen ,')8l',000 j 
tons of coal liroU'_;lit; into tho li^ht of d.aj'. 
Of this vast ipiuntity 28(),000 tons were 
exported, 4.9,000 distributed in local sales, 
and the balance absorbed in running the 
thirty odd engines of the company itself, 
which use nn average of 100 tons per 
day. Tho capital of the comjiany lias been 
slightly augmented, but by no means to 
correspond with the vast increase of its 
business. 

The company has at present five mines 
open and four in active operation — all 
started since 1S84. They run down to 
great dojiths and have double shafts for 
vehtilatioritr,^ In; f«bt: the law^^^ 
miE more than twenty men to work in a 
mine with but ono shaft. The gross out- 
put from all these mines has reached 2,000 
tone per day. They stretch up andduwu 
the coast for ten miles, and most of the 
property intervening is owned by tho 
company, whose landed and mineral estate 
exceeds 30,000 acrra. They formerly 
owned the whole of Nanaimo and still 
hold a large part of it, together with New- 
castle, Protectitui and three or four other j 
islands lying along tho coast. i 



mile a minute — all are striking features 
to t he cisual p;i.'i3er by. This shaft goes 
clown for six hundred feet, and there are 
over ten miles of drift passages and slopes 
connecting with its foot. Tho engines 
can hoist 1000 tons in eight hours, besides 
pumping water it required. 

The other mines of Iho Conijiany arc 
at Suirhlield, Chase lliver aiul North 
field. At Soulhlield the out-put is 800 
tons jier dioui, which will be largely aug- 
mented when the third shaft is sunk, and 
which will reach the coal early next yoiir. 
Nurtliliold is remarkable for having a 
brand of coal all to itself, called tho New 
Weiiiiigcon, wiiicii is tho Vury He pUi 
ultra of bituminous coal, especially for 
domestic purposes. This mine was only 
opened a year ago, and the out-put at 
I)rc3eut is IJOO t Ills |)er diem. A second 
shaft is just now completed, which will 
double tho above figures. 

Where does all this vast quantity of 
coal go to? Well, somo of it goes a great 
distance— to the gandwich Islahds. Some 
goes down the' coast to Southern Cali- 
fornia, San Diego, San Pedro and Los 
Anyeles. .Somo to more northern cities, 
to Portland and Oregon. The New Van- 
couver Ciunpany hardly yot " carries its 
coals to Newcastle, " but It does the next 
best thing — it ships largo quantities to 
the Pugbt Sound cities right within sight 
of the Seattle coal fields. Of course a 
great deal of coal goes to the cities and 
railroads of British Columbia; and a large 
quantity is taken at the wharves by tran- 




Tho minora, excepting those at North- 
field, all live in Nanaimo, tho company 
running wcuk trains from tho city to its 
outlying mines, which enable itsemployecs 
to havo tho comforts of city life. Tho 
railroads connecting tho shafts with tho 
big coal wharves at Nanaimo aro all of 
tho standard gauge, ensuring couipleto 
intercommunication with tho Esquimalt 
& Nanaimo Railroad; a priyilogeof which 
tho other mining companies, having in- 
dependent gauges of their own, are de- 
prived. It may be mentioned that tho 
projirictors of this railroad have sh wii a 
most friendly spirit to the New Vancouver 
Company in furnishing sidings, aud other 
facilities for tralHo. 

The largest niiue of tho Company is at 
Nanaimo itsidf, and is culled the Esplan- 
ade or Eistlio d shaft. This is the cidlieiy 
on which tho larg st outlay has bei n made 
in eiiuipmeiits and development ; but 
until tho las' year a series of "faults" of 
the most, diflioult and discouraging 
character have seriously impeded tho 
works and threatened i) susiniid I hem 
entirely, h "fault" is wdien tlui coal vein 
is iiilerrupt( il liy stiala of roclc. 'i'liese 
diflieiilticH have been succesHfiilly ovor- 
cume, ami a laiL,'" ariia of coal ground, 
extending at a depth of COO feet, far under 
tho waters of Nanaimo Harbor has boon 
proved or "won," to use a mining tertn. 
in other words, within tho current year 



siont steamers, But the great bulk of tho 
out-put goes to San Francisco. There it 
supplies factories and private houses 
without number. Tho Pacific Mail Steam- 
ships use it altogether. Tho Southern 
Pacific Railroad uses it in part. Tho 
Oregon Improvement Company, though a 
coal producer itself, buys tho Vancouver 
coal for its steamships, and for their retail 
trade. Tho Gas C 'inpany used it exclu- 
sivly for a fuw years back, and still draws 
regular sup])lies. And from San Fran- 
cisco it is sliipped to all tho towns tribu- 
tiry ti> that metropolis. 

How does it got there ? In American 
bottoms prrncipally. The harbor of Na- 
naimo is never deserted, and- generally 
fmir or five ships may bo seen there — all 
after their cargo(?s of coal. The company 
alone h,is over 1(10,000 tuna of ahi|ipiug 
under charter, and other ships arechart- 
ered by tho buyers, or coiuo on Iheirowii 
account. In all, a Hoot of 170 steamers 
and vessels Were engaged' last year in 
Irauoporting Iho coal, with an averiiKe 
carrying capicity of 1,(100 tons. 

It, may he iimioincd that with B\lcli a 
deiiiaiiil, even rlio exiensivo mines nf the 
company are iiieilequate. .Sueli is the eiise, 
and many orders bad to lie declined, 
especially during tho past year, whicdi 
many circumstances made especially a<l- 
van nguuus to the company. In oonse- 
quencu they are going tuainkuthor eliafca, 



one across the harbor on Protoctitm Island, 
owned by the coinpiiny, whore a very fine 
vein is si ruck at iiOO feet doepi Their 
present drifts from the Esplanade shaft 
reach nearly to that island and when 
th now shaft is iiiiishcd they will bo con- 
tinued out to sea under the Straits of 
Ueorgia. In ten years it is thought they 
will be out three or four miles, under the 
Straits, and still makino; seaward, Tho 
other shafts are being started at North 
and Soutlifield. 

Tho New Vancouver Company's head 
iiflico is in London, and John Galsworthy, 
Esq., is its president. It has branch 
ofiices at San Francisco and most of the 
const cities. Its vast interests at Nanaimo 
are under the control of S, M. Robins, 
Esq., tho general superintendent. This 
was tho first company to introduce 
diamond boring appliances on tho Pacific 
coast. It has jjut down altogether 23,000 
foet, (nearly five miles) of boro holes. It 
runs over thirty engines of which several 
have been made by tho Albion Iron 
Works of Victoria. Ono hundred and 
forty mules pass ^ melancholy existence 
in the bowels of the earth. 

The eiiqiloyeeB of the company number 
about 1,400. The miners work eight 
hours a diiy and aro almost universally 
contented and iirosperous. Tho company 
have rarely had any disjnites with their 
employees, nor do they intend that the 
miners shall have just cause for complaint. 
Tho works and the whole city bear the 
marks of thrift and order, and Superin- 
tendent Robins Hiiysthat during tho seven 
years of his adminiBtrution, ho has never 
given nor received from his employees a 
single angry word.

Tho Nanaimo saw mill is the largest 
concern in that city, excet)ting of course, 
tlie coal iiiiiies. If is owned, and has 
been for the last four years, by Andrevr 
llasbini, who was previously conneeted 
with the Iloy.al City comjiany of West- 
niinster. lie gets his timber, mosdy 
Douglas pine and cedar, from tho nar- 
rows up north of Seymour, and supplies 
tho entire local trade of Nanaimo, bo- 
aitli'S slu])ping a gond deal away. 

'.riio mill is one of the most conipleto in 
tho country, iind has the newest and 
most imju-oved iimchinery. Its equip- 
meiit comprises the follownig : Tlirco 
boilers of about l.'jO horse power; five 
steam engines; one pair of circular saws, 
v>'it!i Tatum j& Bewen's patent blnokH: 
one gang Eager, 60-iriohi|Bihoei'8 paten t» 
six saws; one Wilkin's counterbalanced 
compensating ganj; Trimmers' lath and 
picket machine, etc. ; one fiiat feed heavy 
flooring machine; one Fay's planer and 
matcher; ono automatic Covel's filer; and 
all the necessary tools found iu a com- 
plete modern mill. 

Besides the saw mill, Mr. Haslam runs, 
a largo sash and door factory, with all the 
modern and most improved machines and 
to(ds. lie does a large business in this 
line, aud both establishments together 
givo oinploymeiit to 45 men. Tho Nan- 
aimo saw mill has all it wants to do to 
iill the demand upon it; and the steadjr 
increase of its trade, is the very best in- 
dication of the prosperous condition and. 
growth of the town. 

OHBMAINUS. 

Tlie Victoria Lumber and Maaul&ctu- 
rlng Company's Mills. 

The Victoria Lumber and Manufactu-. 
ring Company has its big uewmillat Che- 
mainus, almost completed, and they ar& 
now putting in the machinery. The old 
mill has a capacity of 30,000 feet per day, 
but it is inadequate to the demands upon 
it, its machinery is old, and it will bo 
pulled down. 

Tho now mill will be one of tho largest 
on the coast, being 384 feet long by 72 
feet wide. It ia two stories high, roofed, 
with corrugated iron, and is built on piles, 
out m deep water. On ono end is a 
largo platform, with an inclined plane» 
up which an endless chain with patented 
"dogs" drags tho bigs from the water 
without manual interference. At tho 
other end is the assorting platform, and 
from thiSjVend of the mill run two 
wharves' at right angles to each other» 
ono 282 by 85 fcot and tho other 320 by 
85 feet. There is water at the wharves 
for deep water ships at low tide, while 
the anchrn'age in the bay is 15 fathoms. 

Tho macliiiiery cannot bo adequately 
described in a brief article. It comprises, 
amongst other machines, two "band 
saws" which whirl around pulleys the 
same as a leather belt. These cut the 
logs up into big timbers, and then these 
last aro passed through tho "gang saw," 
which, with its forty saws and 54-inch 
stroke, cuts up tho timber by wholesalo 
into any reijuired dimensions. Ono note- 
worthy feai ore of this mill, is the system 
of automatic rollers and carriages, by", 
which tho log leaves the water, is cut up 
into luiubor and boards, and is carried' 
forward aud deposited alongside the wait- 
ing vessel, without bjiiig touched by a 
single hand. 

Adjacent to the xnill proper is the 
machine shop, 24 by 120 feet, and the 
boiler house, GO by CO, of solid masonry. 
The whole busiiiOBS is built on piles, and 
this foundation vrill be filled in solid with; 
earth, washed down from the neighboring 
bluff by hydraulic process. There will bo 
two engines, each of 225 h'Tso power, 
supplied by two batteries of four boilers 
each. ..y-.-'s;- 

The Victoria Lumber and Manufactu- 
ring Company wits iiicorpovated April 6th, 
1889, with a capital of $1,000,000. They 
own and lease altogether 125,000 acres of 
timber land. Tho now mill will havo a 
capacity of 150,000 feet per day of ten 
hours, and will employ im averat'o of 200 
men. Tho villngo of Choiiiiiiuus, which 
is tho ofFspriiig of tlio mill coniijany, will 
havo a littlo boom of its own, as 40 new- 
houses will be built at onco by tho com- 
pany for its employees. 

Tho old mill lias employed 45 men, and 
furnished all Iho lumber for ibe now 
I, including fraiiics, inilley.s ami oilier 
fi.xiii^IH, It has supplied thelrade of Vic- 
toria ami other noigliboi ing eitien, and 
has doiio very well. The new mill will 
do an export trade to all part? of the 
Paciiic.

On Christmas Eve two years aj;o I Imd

"That is what I mean, sir. I am 
homeless. While others rejoice I am sad ;

starve ; while others go warmly clad, I 
freeze in my flutterinc; rags." 

"Surely," svid I, struck with the ap- 
ptirent sincerity of tho man and the 
evidence hia speech gave of good breed- 
ing, not to bay of culture, " there must be 
some one in this gay and Imppy city to- 
night whom you can call friend and to 
whom you can apply with confidence for 
- a bed and food." 

"No," replied he, " there is no one. I 
am alone in the world. And yet 
I have seen the time when I 



him, " 1 know a warm fireside that will 
inako you welcome and where you may 
enjoy a good supper washed down with 
something hot and topped off with a 
fragrant Havana. Will you go with mo 1" 

"That I will," he said with more 
alacrity than I supposed him capable of, 
and I led tho way to a waterfront hotel 
where ho was soon seated beforo a cheer- 
ful fire discussing a substantial meal. As 
he ate like a man who had fasted long, 1 
seized the opportunity to scan hiui closely. 
He was a man on tho shady side of sixty; 
tall and meagre; his thin face fringed 
with gray whiskers ; his hair long and 
unkempt, and his clothes would not have 
found a purchaser on Johnson street at 
four bits for tho lot. As he ate and 
quaffed his lean figure soonied to expand 
and his hollow voice became rounded and 
full. Uo oven condescended to smile, 
and once ventured upon a joke of too 
rijque a nature for reproduction hero. 

When he had finished supper he pushed 
away tho plate and leaning back in his 
chair, returned my curious glance with 
interest. 

"Well?" ho asked, after a few 
moments, " What are you thinking of 1" 

" J. am wondering," I said, " who and 
what you are." 

" Wlio 1 am," ho replied, " you will 
never know. Wliat I am— or rather what 
I have been— I will tell you, for you have 
spoken tho first kind words I have heard 
for many a long day. I am an English- 
lishman ; I went to California in 184'J. 
Soon after my arrival I joined the preaa 
of that city, and for more than thirty 
years tt&s a chronicler of e 'ents all along 
tho coast— sometimes as editor, often as 
correspondent, and oftener still as re- 
porter. I saw tho first vigilnnco com- 
mittee in San Francisco wiien three 
thieves were hanged in broad daylight on 
a business street from a block and tackle 
suspended from a beam in front of a 
warehouse. I saw James Kini; shot by 
Casey in the streets of San Francisco, 
».nd a week after I saw Casey and another 
murderer named Cora hiiiiLted by tho 
Committee. A month later I flaw a 
Welshman named Hethoriiigton and a 
lad of twenty named Brace hanged by the 
same committe. Hetherington had killed 
a debtor who could not or would not pay 
him. Brace was the SOU of a Now' York 
clergyman, He had an innocent not to 
say charming expression of countenance ; 
but was one of the worst all-round 
robbers and murrterors that the Golden 
State ever developed. Before lie left the 
committee rooms for tho scaffold soiiio 
one gave him a drink of whiskey. . This, 
combined with the excitement,' HJadiB him 
raving mad. On tho scaffold ha swore 
and cur.sed horribly. Hetherington, who 
had murdered two men in his time, tried 
to pray, but his voice was drowned by tho 
curses of the wretched youth by his side. 
But if the contriticm of Hethoriimton was 
sincere, I, do not think that God failed to 
hear his prayer, do you ? The last scene 




most awful incident I ever reniomber in 
thnt line, occurred in Alameda county, 
just across from San Francisco. It was 
in 1855. News had reached the city late 
in I he evening, that two men had been 
hanged by tho aottlors for stealing stock. 
I tt as sent pvor to gather the facts. Oak- 
land was then a little straggling village of 
Qvo or six hundred people. A little boy 
led tho way with evident pride to a tree 
where two men wore hanging. ' Them 
uns,' said ho in Southern jargon, 'was 
stealing pap's horses, and pap and heuns 
(pointing to three men at work in a field) 
hanged them una up.' The 
features of the victima were 
uncovered and presented a 
loathsome appearance. 

" I continued along the road 
for half-a-milo and counted 
thirteen men and boys (yes, 
boys) hanging from limbs. I 
heard afterwards that when tho 
committee broke out they 
snatched up every stranger 
they met and hanged him oiF- 
hand. Some of the victims 
:: were ascertained to bo respect- 

r.'.-i able settlers in search of land. 

In three cases they were ac- 
compaoiod by their younp sons 
who shared the fate of thoir 
' fathers. The vigilantes ' gath- 
ered them all in.' " ' 

The ' old man -iitopped to 
light a fresh cigar and con- 
tinued : " Did I ovor ace a 
duel ? Yes, one. It was be- 
tween Eaaoy Bivon, a diniiriui- 
tive Arkaiiaan, and a big, fat 
six-footer named Dorsey. Dor 
sey had insulted Biven, who 
w8B, ;only five- feefc high and as 
delicate and refined looking 
as a girl. Biven challenged 
Dorsey and the two met in a 
piece of chapparel near Oak- 
land. As California law had no 
terrors in those days for ob- 

2 servers of the code, a deal of 

publicity was given to the affair. 
Biven was a great chum of mine, and I had 
no difficulty in securing a verbal invita- 
tion to bo present. When tho men wore 
placed Biven looked like a sapling con- 
fronting a sturdy o.ik. Looking back 
now, I recall that iny eyes tilled with 
tears at tho prospect of niy friend falling. 
As the words, 'One, two, three— Fire !' 
were uttered I buried my face in my 
hands, and when the sharp crack of the 
pistols rang out witli difficulty I restrained 



miners dared not breath on the precious 
metal lest it should be blown away and 
lust. 

When I landed at Victoria the scarcest 
articles of daily consumption were drink 
ing water and flour. The flow nf the 
wells, which had been ample for tho 
wants of tho few Hudson Bay people, was 
inadequate for tho demands of the ten 
thousand strangers who were domiciled in 
tents and shacks about tho fort and 
among the brush and trees that then 
skirted tho ravine. There were many 
tall trees on Government and Yates 
streets. Where Cook street is now there 
was a heavy growth of trees, and thence 
to Spring Itidgo and beyond there was a 
thick forest. Water water was brought 
to consumers in huge casks mounted on 
trucks and drawn by one or two horses. 
Tho lot where tho Pritchard House now 
stands wuq occupied by a story and a-half 
hotel called Bayley's. With tho California 
immigration came John 0. Koenan, after- 
wards chief engineer of the Victoria fira 
department. Keonan leased the hotel bar 
and drove a thriving trade retailin^ 
whiskey at two bits a glass and water at 
the same rate. A California syndicato 
cornered all the Hour except the stock 
held by the Hudson Bay Company, and 
endeavored to raise the ^ice to $30 a 
a barrel. But GovemoryDouglas broke 
the monopoly by retailing, the.company's 
flour at , $1C." Tho old-:!man!;]ier«^Te- 
plenished hia glass, and ' after a short 
pause continued. 

" One of the queerest chariiclers I ever 
met was John Butts, a short, gro.is black- 
guard from Austnilia. He was the town 
crier of Victoria, and was accustomed to 
round off hia proclamations with "God 
Save John Butts I " His impudence was 
colloBsal, and his wit was admitted by 
ovon tho victims at whom his shafts were 
levelled. On one occasion ho took a 
contract from the city to remove the mud 
from Wharf street. He procured a horse 
and dump cart, and having taken in a 
load of mud on Wharf street would drive 
to Yates street, where he lifted the tail- 
board and allowed the mud to dribble 
out. By tho time the cart had reached 
Government street the mud would have 
all escaped, when he would return to 
Wharf street for another load. The 
corporation soon found out that Wharf 
street was being relieved of its mud at 
tho expense of Yates street and broke the 
contract. Aa liiuu tolled un Butta 
abandoned "crying" and took to drink- 
ing and thieving. He was arrested for 



lives in the Columbia River by steamboat 
accidents. Archie and William entered 
British Columbia in 18G0. William was 
appointed to tho command of the steamer 
Yale and while on her third or fourth 
trip her boilers burst and Jamieson, with 
several others, was killed. Archie, mean- 
while, had begun tho construction of tho 
steamer Cariboo at tho Songish villaco, 
and sent for his youngest and last brother 
to join him. On tho third or fourth trip 
of tho Cariboo she blew up at the mouth 
of this harbor and both the Jamiosons 
were killed. A whole family wiped from 
the face of tho earth. That, sir, was fate. 
I had a good start in life — lots of friends, 
plenty of money. I was fated to become 
a newspaper man, to neglect my oppor- 
tunities, to lead a fast life, to sink lower 
and lower, until on Christmas Eve, 1888, 
I am beholden to an entire stranger, 
whom I have wearied with my garulity, 
for food and shelter. Oh I sir, believe 
me, I am not an impostor. As you came 
upon me on the bridge I was contemplat- 
ing a plunge into the water to end my 
misery. Your charicy has reserved me 
for auothor, perhaps a better end. You 
have spoken the first kind words to mo 
that 1 have heard for months. 1 thank 
you for tliem. Thoy have done good to 
my heart and soul. You have I " 

Tho old man's speech hero became thick 
and disjointed. Ho reached out his hand 
for the decanter, seized and drained it 
without the formality of a glass. In 
another moment ho had fallen fast asleep. 
Two waiters carried him to a bed and 
there I loft him snoring soundlj'. 

Tho nuxt morning about ton o'clock I 
called to see my singular acquaintance, 
and to my surprise was told tliat ho had 
gone out about daybreak, leaving no 
message behind, and had not returned. I 
hunted the city, high and low, for several 
days, but never saw him aga n, and to 
I hia day I am as much in the dark as to 
his personality as I was on that Christmas 
Eve when I foregathered with him on the 
railway bridge in the strange manner I 
have described.

But, 
brethren, lieisn't 
promised to us us 
an annual bless- 
ing, like the lat- 
ter rains; hos 
an all-tlio-yoar- 
round rominder 
of God's ricl I 
and ourstowarcl- 
ship. "For tlie 
poor shall never 
cease out of the 
land; therefore I 
command thee, 
saying, Th 
shall open th i 
hand wide unto 
thy brother, to 
thy poor and to 
.thy needy in tl ^ 
land." Overhaul 
your Deutoroiio- 
my for that ; ii 
will probably 
take you all tho 
rest of the moi 
ing to find it, but 
yot^will run across a whole volume of 
good things while you are lonking for it. 

Thanks to Christianity, thanks to every 
church founded on tho teachings of Jesus 
of Nazareth, wo do take better care of our 
poor, a rhnusand fold, than Solomon, or 
his father beforo him or his sons after him, 
over did. But we have yet to learn that 
while Bpaaniodic charity is better than 
none, Christmas ought to last all the year 
round. And, indeed, there is no reason 
why it shouldn't. Because no man know- 
eth just when it should come. If we are 
positive about anything connected with 
the 26th of December, we know this, that 
Christ was not born on that date. So as 
we can't agree upon the date for observing 
Christmas, why not divide it up all through 
the year? It doesn't do to save all our 
charity for an annual deluge. A water- 
spout isn't a good thing for a» garden. A 
cloud-burst destroys more oru^s than it 
helps. What blesses the land is not the 
thunderstorm, advertising itself far and 
wide with noise and fire, cychme, lightn- 
ing, thunder, roar and crash. The smil- 
ing farm and tho dirty lano, tho garden 
and tho sfc jny street, laugh in gratitude 
for the common place, quiot, rr-ther sleepy 
drizzlo-drozzle that comes down without 
attracting much attontiioi>^to itself. 

"Love covereth a mUhitude' of sins," 
sayeth the Apostle Peter, and of a verity, 
brethren, the little short-lived love we 
feel for our neighbor at Christmas time is 
as a garment that is made to serve as a 
duster for July and an ulster in December. 
Y(m have given a Christmas token to each 
of tho servants, if so be that you are, like 
Canaan, "a servant unto servants." That 
is right. But did you pay their wages 
regularly all the year? And if you didn't, 
don't you know that prompt payment is 
ever so much better than a present? 
"Thou shalt not oppress an hired servant 
that is poor and needy, whether he be of 
thy brethren or of thy strangers that are 
in thy tod within thy gates. In his day 



you forget it, there are a hundred people 
right here in this congregation, who re- 
member It for you, and who will take 
frequent pa ns to remind each other that 
they can rt member when your grand- 
mother hadn't clothes to wear to church. 
And this story, <ift repeated, will loan to 
the belief that your grandmother dressed 
in a palm loaf fan and was baptized in th« 
river Congo by a missionary. 

Do not abate one jot of your Christmaa 
benevolence; but do not admit the firm of 
Mammon, Mammon & Mammon to your 
dealings. To whom aro you moat apt fco- 




sond tho costliest gifts?. Do ye not to thos» 
of whom ya hope to receive? And how 
often do we read that the employes of a 
certain house have clubbed together to 
present a gold watch to the boss? "He 
that giveth to the rich shall coino to want." 
Do not make Christmas a financial burden 
and worry to yourself and friends. "The 
desiro of a man is the measure of his kind- 
ness"; a token wrought by one's own hand 
is a treasure to the friend who receives it. 
A letter of a dozen lines is better than an 
insane frenzy of a Chriatmaa card, re- , 
presenting a howling snow-storm on the 
soaahore at midnight,with a woman dress- 
ed for bed, and half a dozen baie-foot 
children piiliing up sea-weed with hot- 
house blooms on it, with a verse of poetry 
that doesn't rhyme, scan, or mean any- 
thing, printed in pale letters on a white 
ground on the margin of tho nightmare. 
And is it not so, in these days of high 
art,' that it is even cheaper to give unto a. 
friend a house and lot, than a second- 
prize ChriRtmas rebus? And is it not so, 
beloved, that ofttimos tho women of tho 
household have worn themselves out in 
tho preparatioiiB for Christmas, so that it- 
was tho hardest day of all tho year to 
them? And is it not so, that people labor 
to reraombei' all to whom they should send 
gifts, and make a catalogue of their' 
friends? Verily, our love is altogether 
lighter than vanity when that costs us an 
ctfort. Rather had wo be forgot' en than 
have people tax the brain into a headache, 
trying to reniomber us. Give simple gifts, 
out of tho fullness of your hearts. 

After the deliverance of tho Jews from 
tho plots of Haman, the days of deliver- 
ance wore established among tho Jews iu 
tho province of King Ahasuerua— tho 14th 
day of the month Adar and the 15th day 
of tho Baiiie, "as the days wherein the 
Jews rested from their enemies, and the 
month which was turned unto them fromk 
sorrow to joy, and from mourning into & 
good day: that they should make them 



tho p;)or, to stretch out our hands to tho 
needy, to send a load of limb-wood to the 
widow, and to give the fatherless a job of 
shoveling off four dollars worth of snow 
for fifty cents. We send a barrel of last 
sumnier'a clothing to the Montana Mis- 
8i<niary in the blizaard season; we buy a 
five-dollar ticket to a ten-dollar charity 
ball, out of which wo get fifteen dollars' 
wtirth of fun, and cry aloud "1 am lie that 
considereth tho poor." Yea, verily, and 
thou couHiderest him a nuisance, for hath 
not the Wise Man said, "Tho jio r is 
hated even of his own neighbor"? Ho 
hath— .soo Proverbs, XIV: 20— and you 
a'o tho very neighbor ho was thinking 
of. 

Beloved, let^us consider this matter a 
inouiont. I ludeed expected that tho an 
nouncemont of tho text would raise a howl 
that might stop tho clock— ''but none of 
these lungs move mo." Lot us see, not 
liuw much j'ou have done for tho poor this 
merry Christmas season, but what you 
have done for him all the year round. I 
am not given to criticising Providence, 
but soinetiines, in niy daring and scejjtica 
moments, I have thought that it might 
have boon intmey in the |)oor man's pocket 
and "collopa of fat (m his fia^ ks," had he 
been built, as to his interior department, 
upon the ])hiiiH and 8|)etilications of tho 
C'lW, with four KtdinacbH; or, with a Htorage 
lip like the pelican. Then, wlnni the rest 
of tho world had its annual spasm if 
OhriNtmas benevolence, ho might lino him- 
self with fat tilings full of inariow, and 
hibernate until the next December took 
us by the throat with "la grippe ' again, 
and tho fear of death should (mco more 
fri<;hte)^ us into renewing our tiro insur- 
ance, lUid buying a cut-rato ticket to 
heaven over ' he I'liylacteiy Uroad Oauu'o. 
1 caiini't make you i)elii^vo t his in)W, when 
you have ju.fl helned to decorate aObi'^.st- 
nias tree for thi! Blind Asylum; biitif you 
would recall tbi.s seimon -which you will 
not — or remember the text— which you 
cannot— iiboiii ni.x months from now, 1 

thiidi it w uld u'row u| you. 

"All the brethren of the poor do hate 
him; Imw much more do his friends go far 
from him ? He puisueth them with words, 
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shalt thou trivo him his hire, neither shall 
the sun go down upon it; for ho is i)oor, 
and sotltth his heart upon it ; lest he ciy 
figiiinst thee unto the Lord, and it bo sin 
uTitolheo." 'Is there a dressmaker or a 
tailor, a shoomaker or a carpenter, hired 
man or servant girl holding a claim against 
you this week that you have put oll'to suit 
y<mr own convenience, "Thou shalt re- 
member that thou wast a bondnmn in tho 
land of Egypt." You'd better: because if
